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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

TO  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  3,  1947 


To  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  and  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Saugus 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  present  herewith  its  report  and 
recommendations  relative  to  all  the  financial  articles  contained  in  the 
warrant  for  the  1947  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  committee  has  been 
working  since  last  July  on  an  investigation  of  the  expenditures  of  all 
departments.  And  in  so  doing  has  given  unbiased  consideration  to 
all  proposals.  The  committee  was  concerned  with  the  financial  struc- 
ture and  the  ability  of  the  taxpayers  to  pay  at  all  times.  The  ability 
and  how  much  can  the  home  owners  stand  in  the  form  of  taxation  has 
been  the  major  factor  in  all  the  deliberations  of  the  committee  prior 
to  the  final  conclusion.  The  committee  has  unanimously  gone  on  record 
to  recommend  a  continuation  of  the  temporary  cost  of  living  increase. 

Because  of  the  seriousness  of  our  financial  condition,  the  finance 
committee  went  on  record  to  devote  all  its  time  to  studying  the 
budgets  in  an  effort  to  give  the  taxpayers  of  Saugus  a  reduced  tax 
rate.  The  makeup  of  this  report  has  called  for  an  additional  expense 
over  that  of  last  year,  but  the  committee  unanimously  agreed  to  take 
this  means  to  inform  the  town  meeting  members  of  exactly  what  is 
going  on. 

Some  of  the  important  highlights  of  our  investigation  which  are 
causing  our  high  cost  of  government  in  Saugus  are  as  follows: 

INVESTIGATION 

The  finance  commitee  unanimously  agreed  to  investigate  the 
method  followed  in  the  expenditure  of  thousands  of  dollars  by  each 
department  head.  We  have  worked  hard  and  in  so  doing  brought  to 
light  many  policies  that  have  been  followed  during  the  past  years 
and  have  proved  under  the  present-day  times  to  be  obsolete  and  in- 
efficient. We  found  that  huge  sums  of  money  have  not  been  spent 
efficiently  and  that  no  policy  adopted  to  bring  about  the  following: 

1.  stock  control  of  valuable  tools  and  equipment  which  in  many 
cases  have  been  stolen  from  the  Public  Works  Department. 

2.  an  efficient  control  of  the  sale  of  valuable  tax  title  prop- 
erty —  by  the  selectmen  so  that  a  larger  income  could  be 
derived  from  this  source.  In  fact  approximately  $25,000 
worth  of  such  property  was  sold  for  about  $8,000  —  about 
30c  on  the  dollar. 


USE  OF  CARS 

There  has  been  no  real  need  in  every  instance  for  all  the  depart- 
ments to  allow  use  of  cars.  Town  employes  have  been  paid  well  and 
some  have  been  overpaid  for  use  of  these  cars.  In  too  many  cases 
the  payment  for  the  use  of  these  cars  belonging  to  employees  has 
been  authorized  and  voted  without  investigation  of  the  real  value  to 
the  taxpayer. 
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PURCHASE  OF  MATERIALS 

We  have  found  no  setup,  no  efficient  policy,  for  the  centralized 
purchasing  of  town  supplies.  A  saving  could  be  realized  in  this  manner 
if  all  town  officials  purchased  their  supplies  in  bulk.  In  this  way 
competitive  bidding  among  the  merchants  of  Saugus  could  take  place 
at  a  saving  to  the  Town. 

VOUCHERS 

In  many  cases  positive  proof  is  available  of  employees  being  paid 
prior  to  performing  the  work.  Also  approval  of  payment  for  material 
and  supplies  was  made  prior  to  request  through  the  town  accountant. 
This  proves  that  in  many  cases  the  accounting  system  is  not  being 
adhered  to,  which  was  set  up  by  the  town  meeting  in  1941.  The 
unpaid  bills  in  this  year's  warrant  are  testimony  of  this  condition. 
This  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  selectmen  in  1946 — but  to  no 
avail.  Final  action  was  taken  to  stop  this  procedure  when  Acting 
Accountant  Carl  E.  Chapman  served  notice  in  writing  to  the  selectmen 
and  all  department  heads  that  he  would  not  authorize  vouchers  that 
were  not  in  line  with  established  policy. 

WATER  METERS 

Approximately  1800  water  meters  were  useless  and  piled  like 
broken  wood  in  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  new  superin- 
tendent, Charles  C.  DeFronzo,  is  doing  a  commendable  job  in  estab- 
lishing a  schedule  for  weekly  installation  of  repaired  meters  in  the 
homes  requiring  same.  A  photograph  in  another  part  of  this  report 
will  bear  witness  to  this  condition  which  we  believe  has  cost  the  town 
thousands  of  dollars. 

RAISING  WAGES 

In  some  cases  we  found  wage  increases  were  voted  by  department 
heads  to  their  employees  many  months  after  the  town  meeting  had 
made  its  final  vote  against  such  action.  This  procedure  is  unfair  and 
inefficient  as  it  causes  dissension  among  town  employees.  The  fact 
that  department  heads  were  able  to  grant  increases  in  wages  within 
their  departments  indicates  that  their  budget  in  the  first  place  was 
"ballooned."  We  believe  that  the  town  meeting's  decision  should  be 
respected  for  what  it  represents  —  as  well  as  for  the  home  owners 
of  the  town.  We  most  seriously  condemn  any  department  head  ap- 
pointed or  elected  who  completely  ignores  our  legislative  body  when 
taking  action  like  this. 

GRANTING  OF  CONTRACTS 

Hardly  any  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  importance  of  placing  con- 
tracts where  the  greatest  gain  to  the  town  would  be  realized  at  the 
lowest  cost.  In  some  cases  contracts  have  been  granted  when  if  they 
were  held  up  for  one  week  or  so,  there  would  have  been  a  saving  to 
the   town. 

STOCK   CLERK 

This  job  was  set  up  under  civil  service  and  the  idea  was  sold  to 
the  town  meeting  members  as  a  valuable  asset.  We  agreed  —  but 
investigation  showed  that  this  position  now  does  not  exist.  Therefore 
the  loss  of  valuable  water  service,  equipment  of  all  kinds  has  been 
great.  There  are  no  records  to  show  the  whereabouts  of  the  material 
we    have    purchased,    such   as,    lanterns,   rope,   tubing,   valves,   etc.    We 
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say  it  is  the  selectmen's  responsibility ''lo  "see  ^hat  this  stock  clerk  was 
available.  But  for  reasons  other,  than  the  good  of  the  taxpayers  of 
sSu&us  the  man,  who  was  assigned .  to  this  position  lias  been  elevated 
£9.'.  the  position  of  chief  clerk.  We  have  no  complaint  other  than  the 
crn^j  that  we  believe,  greater  value^;wQuid  be given;  th^  town", through 
a  stock  clerk  and  a  well-contrOlied  stock  department  tli^n  a  chief 
clerk  in  a  department  that  already  has  two  other  efficient  female 
clerks.

We  feel  sure  that  if  a 
procedure  were  adopted  by  all  departments  along  these  lines  consider- 
ame' saving  could  be  made  thereby. 

h^  :  wages 

The  Finance  Committee  in  its  report  has  not  recommended  in- 
creases in  cases  where  employees  are  now  well  paid  in  comparison 
to  other  towns  our  size  in  the  Commonwealth.  Statistics  show  that 
the, town  of  Saugus  has  paid  better  its  employees  than  any  other  town 
in  the  Commonwealth,  in  some  cases  better  than  in  the  capital  itself. 
We.  have  allowed  a  slight  increase  in  our  fireman's  budget  to  take 
care1  of  the  difference  in  wages  caused  when  the  board  of  selectmen 
after  the  town  meeting  granted  our  police  officers  an  increase  in  wages 
without  doing  the  same  to  the  firemen.  We  have  allowed  enough 
leeway  in  some  departmental  budgets  to  level  off  uneven  wage  rates. 

WORKING  PERSONNEL 

We  have,  including  our  school  teachers,  a  working  personnel  of 
approximately  262  persons,  making  a  payroll  of  approximately 
$552,876.00.  We  believe  outside  of  the  elementary  teachers  that  our 
town  employees  are  paid  very  well. 

SCHOOL  TEACHERS'  PAY 

Your  finance  committee  has  recommended  in  the  town  warrant 
this  year  an  amount  sufficient  to  allow  the  school  committee  to  grant 
the  school  teachers  approximately  60%  of  the  original  wages  increase 
request.  We  all  feel  that  the  elementary  teachers  have  been  under- 
paid while  other  town  employees  have  received  more  wages.  We  also 
feel  that  the  taxpayers  of  Saugus  cannot  afford  to  grant  the  total 
request  made  by  our  school  teachers  and  school  committee.  The  tem- 
porary cost  of  living  increase  averages  approximately  $129.00  per 
person.  The  increase  in  wage  request  for  1947  is  approximately 
$430.00  per  person,  making  a  grand  total  of  $559.00  per  person.  The 
continuation  of  the  temporary  cost  of  living  increase,  plus  the  $25,000 
that  the  finance  committee  has  added  to  last  year's  total  school  budget 
will  enable  the  school  committee  to  pay  each  teacher  an  average  of 
$337.00  more  than  at  any  other  time.  We  unanimously  agree  that  our 
school  teachers  and  school  committee  along  with  the  school  super- 
intendent have  done  a  good  job.  Therefore,  we  believe  an  increase 
such  as  proposed  and  recommended  by  our  committee  is  fair  and  just 
compared  to  our  ability  to  pay. 

SCHOOLHOUSE  REPAIRS 

The    finance     committee    in    session    with    the    superintendent    of

We  feel  that  since  the  school  authorities  took  over  the  stadium 
and  removed  it  from  the  reach  of  the  hundreds  of  school  children 
who  used  it  for  a  playground  they  now  should  maintain  and  operate 
it  on  a  business  basis,  and  therefore  be  "responsible  for  its  '  Upkeep 
and  maintenance  as  its  use  will  be  solely  "oh  a  commercial  basis  foy 
the  athletic  council  which  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  school 
committee.  -.     ■      -A-r'' 

STREET  BETTERMENT  ACT 

The  finance  committee  has  unanimously  voted  not  to  recommend 
any  appropriation  involving  the  list  of  streets  in  this  warrant.  The 
action  of  the  committee  was  taken  because  the  selectmen  failed  to 
notify  the  hundreds  of  home  owners  residing  on  these  streets,  and. 
the  net  total  of  $55,798.11  for  labor  and  material  would  have  to  be 
raised  in  this  year's  tax  levy.  Also  that  the  finance  committee  upon 
investigation  found  that  the  estimated  cost  of  this  project  was  under- 
estimated approximately  $30,000.  This  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  superintendent  and  the  board  of  selectmen  at  which  time  they 
felt  inclined  to  believe  these  engineers  were  not  qualified  to  present 
the  correct  figures.  The  total  cost  of-  this  project  if  voted  and  accepted 
as  planned  means  an  increase  of.  $4.00  in  the  tax  rate. 

BALLARD   STREET 

Last  September  the  finance  committee  took  steps  to  prevent  the 
building  of  the  Ballard  Street  project  and  the  widening  of  the  road. 
The  general  talk  at  that  time  and  figures  available  showed  that  it 
would  cost  the  town  approximately  $20,000  for  its  share.  A  joint 
meeting  was  held  by  the  finance  committe,  taxpayers  association, 
and  board  of  selectmen,  at  which  time  it  was  agreed  to  investigate 
figures  available.  At  a  later  date  the  finance  committee  at  a  joint 
session  with  the  selectmen  instigated  action  whereby  through  the  good 
work  of  our  building  inspector  the  bridge  was  braced  and  made  usable 
at  an  approximated  cost  of  $150. 

But  this  year  through  our  new  superintendent  a  construction 
program  which  has  been  approved  by  the  county  and  state,  ((Chapter 
90  work)  will  be  started  at  an  approximate  cost  to  the  town  of  $5000. 
The  widening  of  this  road  from  Dudley  Street  to  the  Salem  turnpike 
will  be  of  great  value  to  the  town's  future  development  of  the 
marshland. 

The  finance  committee  wishes  to  call  to  the  attention  of  this 
meeting  the  report  of  our  new  superintendent  of  public  works,  Mr. 
Charles  E,  DeFronzo,  and  the  photographs  accompanying  this  report. 
We  have  found  many  dificiencies  in  this  department — too  numerous 
to  enumerate.  But  we  believe  Mr.  DeFronzo  will  give  the  town  of 
Saugus  a  historic  administration  which  will  ultimately  lead  to  the 
restoration  of  efficiency  and  much  needed  completion  of  improvements. 

We  have  recommended  about  $20,000  for  new  equipment  which 
Mr.  DeFronzo  has  stated  he  needs.  At  a  conference  with  the  majority 
of   last   year's   board   of   selectmen   we   were   informed   that   a  request 
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for  a  bond  issue  would  be  illegal.  Therefore  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
finance  committee  to  encourage  the  town  meeting  to  vote  for  the 
purchase  of  the  equipment  that  is  needed  for  this  department.  He 
has  instituted  a  vigorous  program,  one  that  has  been  unheard  of  in 
the  town  of  Saugus.  Mr.  DeFronzo  inherited  a  department  that  was 
seriously  run  down.  Following  is  a  report  that  has  been  compiled 
by  Mr.  "DeFronzo  in  reference  to  the  tremendous  backlog  of  unfinished 
work  that  has  been  continually  piling  up  with  no  efficient  plan  of 
operation  set  up  for  its  completion. 

CONCLUSION

During  the  past  year  the  finance  committee  held  many  meetings 
both  public  and  private.  It  has  met  with  the  taxpayers  association 
and  it  has  called  meetings  with  the  department  heads.  It  has  published 
the  pertinent  facts  regarding  such  meetings.  Last,  but  not  least,  on 
January  28,  1947,  in  the  courtroom  of  our  local  police  building  all  the 
town  officials  were  gathered,  at  one  of  the  most  momentous  meetings 
in  the  history  of  the  town  of  Saugus,  at  that  time  we  reported  a  $61.00 
tax  rate  if  all  the  Budget  requests  were  granted.  It  was  the  unanimous 
expression  of  these  officials  that  the  tax  rate  be  reduced.  At  no  time 
during  the  past  year  has  the  finance  committee  kept  any  of  its 
deliberations  secret.  Rather  it  has  made  them  public.  We  have  been 
severely  criticized  for  making  this  information  public.  But  we  feel 
our  goal  has  been  accomplished  the  people  have  been  informed  of 
the  operations  within  our  town  government. 

All  town  officials  have  been  notified  of  the  action  that  we  have 
recommended  to  this  meeting.  This  was  done  to  give  them  the  oppor- 
tunity as  department  heads  to  study  our  proposals.  We  believe  that 
if  the  finance  commiteee's  recommendations  are  voted  and  adopted 
the  citizens  of  Saugus  will  enjoy  a  reduction  in  their  tax  rate,  from 
the  $47.50  figure  of  1946.  Our  recommendations  are  $523,173. 01  less 
than  what  was  asked  for.  or  a  net  reduction  of  approximately  36%. 

The  finance  committee  has  undertaken  a  public  relations  program 
so  the  people  will  be  wrell  informed  of  the  goings-on  within  our  town 
government.  We  trust  that  this  meeting  will  approve  of  the  slight 
increase  in  our  budget  for  this  program. 

In  another  section  of  this  report  we  have  placed  for  your  perusal 
a  list  of  12  towns  that  can  be  compared  with  Saugus  —  the  figures 
show  an  interesting  comparison. 

In  our  special  articles  we  have  approved  for  recommendations 
only  the  most  vital  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  people  of  Saugus. 

The  general  recommndations  of  the  finance  committee  will  call 
for  the  elimination  of  a  number  of  clerks  that  we  feel  are  superfluous 
in  the  departments  involved. 

We  have  reduced  the  part-time  salaries  of  many  of  our  officials 
and  brought  them  in  line  with  those  of  towns  comparable  to  Saugus 
in  size.  We  have  reduced  the  tremendously  high  costs  as  shown  in 
past  years  for  supplies  and  material.  We  have  made  no  allowance  for 
the  use  of  telephones  in  the  homes  of  employees  and  town  officials. 
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In  general  our  recommendations  are  those  which  we  believe  can 
be  paid  for  by  the  home  owners  of  Saugus  without  excessive  taxation. 

The  adoption  of  the  finance  committe's  recommendations  will 
make  Saugus  one  of  the  few  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  able  to 
reduce  its  tax  rate  and  thereby  inviting  a  huge  building  program  and 
industrial  leaders  to  bring  in  industry,  but  who  have  been  hesitant 
because  of  increased  taxation,  and  the  inability  of  our  Town  officials 
to  get  together  in  our  town  during  the  past  years  to  go  get  that 
business. 

We  have  acted  in  the  best  interest  of  all  our  town  employees, 
department  heads,  and  last  but  not  least  the  Home  Owner.  We  are 
sure  that  with  the  consolidated  effort  of  each  and  every  one  of  us  we 
will  bring  this  drive  to  a  successful  close  with  the  achievement  of  a 
lower  tax  rate.

Annual  Report  of  Playground  Commission 


The  members  of  the  Saugus  Playground  Commission  submit  their 
annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Saugus. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  school  committee,  the  following 
school  yards  were  maintained  as  play  areas  for  grammar  school  chil- 
dren: Ballard,  Lynnhurst  and  North  Saugus,  in  addition  to  the  Bristow 
Street  Playground,  Anna  Parker  Playground  and  Stadium  Playground. 
Due  to  a  decrease  in  the  budget  from  $3000  to  $2000,  play  areas  at 
the  Armitage  and   Felton  schools  were  dropped. 

More  than  1200  grammar  school  children  or  an  increase  of  250  over 
the  previous  year  were  enrolled  at  the  play  areas  and  1500  articles 
of  handiwork  were  exhibited  at  the  Saugus  Youth  Fair.  The  1947  pro- 
gram was  without  a  supervisor  as  the  budget  was  not  enough  to  provide 
one.  The  Commissioner  pays  tribute  to  the  following  instructors  for 
their  untiring  efforts  in  making  the  program  successful:  Mrs.  Thomas 
Robinson,  Mrs.  Walter  Kyle,  Mrs.  Arnold  S.  Cummings,  Miss  Carol 
Suffreti,  Miss  Jacqueline  Ellis,  Miss  Charlotte  Wheaton,  Miss  Edna  Jones 
and  Miss  Lena  Gallucci.  Each  playground  sponsored  special  events  such 
as  picnics,  hobo  parties,  horrible  parades,  exhibits  and  beach  parties. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  Sports  Committee  of  the  Sau- 
gus Council  of  Churches  for  their  cooperation  in  the  sponsorship  of  the 
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softball  league,  volley-ball  league  and  the  cross  country  races  held  at  the 
Saugus  Youth  Fair.   These  were  new  features  of  the  1947  program. 

The  Commission  recommends  that  to  successfully  promote  a  play- 
ground program  that  a  full  time  caretaker-supervisor  be  provided  in  the 
1948  budget. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  all  Town  officials  and  citizens  of 
the  Town  who  have  made  the  1947  playground  season  successful.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Saugus  Free  Public  Library: 

Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947: 

The  greatly  increased  cost  of  books,  binding,  supplies,  utilities  and 
repairs,  added  to  a  decreased  appropriation  for  1947,  has  resulted  in  the 
purchase  of  five  hundred  fewer  new  books.  It  has  been  possible  to  rebind 
only  about  two  hundred  volumes,  and  this  in  turn  has  made  it  necessary 
to  discard  approximately  two  hundred  more  books  this  year  than  in 
1946.  Our  lack  of  ability  to  supply  a  necessary  number  of  copies  of  the 
books  currently  in  demand  has  resulted  in  a  slightly  decreased  circula- 
tion, as  was  only  to  be  expected.  The  reading  public  have  understood  the 
difficulties  with  which  we  were  faced,  and  have  been  patient  in  waiting 
sometimes  for  long  periods  for  desired  material.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  situation  will  be  remedied  in  the  coming  year. 

The  library  has  increased  its  work  with  the  schools,  through  co- 
operation with  the  teachers  in  the  matter  of  State  Certificate  reading  in 
the  grade  schools,  and  in  assisting  with  required  reading  for  the  Junior 
High  and  High  Schools.  We  have  provided  pictures  and  additional  read- 
ing material  for  geographical  projects, — Holland,  Australia,  American 
Indians,  et  cetera, — and  likewise  on  such  special  subjects  as  birds,  ani- 
mals, circuses  and  famous  people  for  the  primary  grades.  A  group  of 
selected  book  jackets  was  supplied  to  one  teacher  in  the  Junior  High 
School  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  extra-curricular  reading  in  her 
class.  We  feel  that  this  work  with  children  and  young  people  is  impor- 
tant to  the  future  of  the  community,  and  we  hope  to  continue  and  in- 
crease this  activity  in  the  coming  years. 
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Story  hours  for  the  special  holiday  seasons  are  also  an  excellent 
means  ot  encouraging  the  children's  use  of  the  library.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  was  arranged  for  Miss  Huldah  Blackmer,  Branch  Librarian  of 
the  Chftondale  Library,  to  take  a  course  in  story-telling  under  the  guid- 
ance of  a  professional  teacher  of  this  subject.  During  May  and  June,  and 
for  Children's  book  Week  in  November,  and  before  Christmas,  Miss 
Blackmer  has  held  very  successful  story  hours  in  the  Main  Library  and 
at  Chftondale.  Miss  Blossom  has  extended  this  work  at  the  East  Saugus 
Branch,  and  at  every  session  there  have  been  capacity  audiences.  Al- 
though it  has  not  been  possible  to  buy  so  many  new  juvenile  books,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  our  combined  efforts  have  resulted  in  a  slightly 
increased  use  of  those  we  have. 

So  many  returned  veterans  are  now  enrolled  in  colleges  and  univer- 
sities around  Boston  that  the  demand  for  text  books  and  correlative 
material  on  such  subjects  as  philosophy,  psychology,  the  social  sciences, 
current  events,  and  the  classics  has  strained  our  resources  to  the  utmost. 
The  library  needs  both  basic  and  advanced  books  and  periodicals  along 
these  lines  if  we  are  to  continue  serving  the  public  in  any  sort  ol  ade- 
quate fashion.  Such  material  is  expensive,  and  at  times,  difficult  to 
secure.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Lynn  Public  Library  and 
the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  of  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
it  has  sometimes  been  possible  to  borrow  those  books  which  could  not 
be  purchased,  but  such  arrangements  entail  delay  which  may  nullify 
the  effort,  and  the  possession  of  more  volumes  on  these  subjects  would 
enable  us  to  offer  better  service  in  our  increased  reference  work. 

Special  displays  of  books  and  book  jackets  on  a  variety  of  subjects 
have  been  arranged  for  Art  Week,  National  Education  Week,  Religious 
Book  Week,  Children's  Book  Week  and  the  Christmas  season.  Also  at 
various  times  during  the  year,  the  librarian  and  Miss  Blackmer  have 
given  book  talks  to  different  women's  clubs  and  P.  T.  A.  groups.  These 
activities  are  an  additional  means  of  presenting  to  the  public  the  im- 
portant new  books  and  of  increasing  their  realization  of  the  material 
which  is  available  for  their  use  in  their  library. 

The  practice  of  allowing  some  member  of  the  staff  to  attend  the 
various  professional  meetings  has  been  continued.  The  New  England 
Regional  Library  Association,  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  North 
Shore  Library  Club,  Round  Table  of  Children's  Librarians,  and  Boston 
Book  Review  Club,  of  which  the  staff  are  members,  have  discussion 
groups  which  offer  much  of  value  in  regard  to  methods,  personal  rela- 
tions and  new  ideas  for  expanding  library  service.  We  have,  therefore, 
appreciated  the  opportunity  to  attend  these  meetings  whenever  possible. 

For  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  and  helpfulness  of  the  Board 
of  Library  Trustees,  members  of  the  staff,  and  many  friends  of  the 
library,  the  librarian  wishes  to  express  her  sincere  appreciation.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1947,  on  its  several  divisions:

Your  Board  was  confronted,  this  year,  with  the  problem  of  endeavor- 
ing to  operate  on  a  very  much  reduced  budget  due  to  the  shortsighted- 
ness of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Our  budget  is  only  an  estimate  and  there  is  no  individual  or  group 
of  individuals  who  could  possibly  submit  an  accurate  budget  covering 
welfare  needs.  When  making  up  our  annual  budget  we  have  no  idea  as 
to  how  many  cases  will  be  accepted  by  other  cities  and  towns  and 
other  institutions,  neither  can  we  know  how  much  in  dollars  and  cents 
will  be  expended  for  these  recipients.  This  also  applies  to  local  cases. 
We,  therefore,  can  only  consider  previous  years  and  estimate  the  other 
cities  and  towns  and  other  institutions  accordingly. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  report  that  your  Agent  submitted  a  bill  to 
the  Legislature  December  3,  1947  whereby  cities  and  towns  would  be 
compelled  to  appropriate  one  hundred  percent  of  the  previous  year's 
expenditures  on  all  categories  of  aid. 

The  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  other  cities 
and  towns  this  year  was,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  plus  the  increase  in  food  allowances  as  authorized  by  the  State 
Department.  It  could  also  be  due  to  more  cases,  with  Saugus  settle- 
ments, being  accepted  by  these  other  cities  and  towns. 

Your  Board  has  acted  in  good  faith  and  endeavored  to  assist  in- 
dividuals upon  application  and  after  a  thorough  investigation.  We  have 
accepted  the  State  Standard  Budget  and  all  cases  are  figured  on  this 
basis. 

Our  original  budget  as  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee,  at  a 
meeting  held  in  January,  called  for  $23,205.00.  Subsequent  to  this  meet- 
ing we  were  requested  to  meet  again  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  this 
figure.  While  the  Board  felt  that  it  was  against  their  better  judgment 
to  authorize  any  reduction  we  did  agree  to  reduce  our  request  to 
$22,205.00.  When  our  Board  became  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Finance 
Committee  had  recommended  $13,000.000— a  reduction  of  $9,205.00,  we 
requested  another  meeting  with  the  Committee.  At  that  meeting  our 
Chairman  informed  the  Finance  Committee  that  we  would  be  unable  to 
operate  for  a  full  year  with  the  amount  recommended  and  that  without 
doubt  our  funds  would  be  exhausted  in  the  early  Fall,  which  later 
proved  to  be  the  case.  The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  in- 
formed us  that  we  had  nothing  to  worry  about  as  we  could  request 
more  money  when  our  funds  became  exhausted.  Our  Chairman  at  the 
annual  town  meeting,  informed  the  town  meeting  members  that  they 
should  appropriate  the  amount  requested  by  our  Board,  but  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  in  an  endeavor  to  reduce  the  tax  rate 
was  able  to  influence  the  town  meeting  members  to  vote  the  lower 
appropriation. 

Under  date  of  July  15,  1947  we  wrote  to  the  Finance  Committee 
requesting  transfer  of  funds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  to  carry  on 
through  the  year  1947.  We  also  wrote  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
August  4,  1947  petitioning  them  to  declare  a  state  of  emergency.  We 
again  wrote  to  the  Finance  Committee  September  23,  1947,  requesting 
a  meeting  to  discuss  a  cash  transfer  to  which  letter  we  received  no 
reply. 
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Inasmuch  as  we  were  unable  to  obtain  additional  funds,  either  by 
transfer  by  the  Finance  Committee  or  by  appropriation  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting,  it  has  been  necessary  that  we  carry  over  the  amount  of 
$11,763.06  as  unpaid  bills. 

Your  Welfare  Board  was  unjustly  criticized,  on  several  different 
occasions,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  did  not  apportion  the  insufficient 
appropriation  granted  by  the  town  meeting  in  such  a  manner  as  to  last 
the  entire  year.  On  October  15th  the  Finance  Committee  addressed  a 
letter  to  our  Chairman — excerpt  from  which  is  quoted  below : 

"The  Committee  was  unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  as  head 
of  your  department  it  is  your  responsibility  to  see  that  funds 
allotted  to  you  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  are  appor- 
tioned in  such  a  manner  as  to  last  the  entire  year." 

We  would  like  to  state  that  no  such  responsibility  rests  upon  the 
Chairman  or  the  Board  either.  The  idea  is  absurd.  It  is  our  respons- 
ibility to  see  that  the  needy  are  properly  cared  for  and  not  to  spread 
out  an  insufficient  appropriation.  How  much  aid  shall  be  given  in  any 
case  rests  in  the  judgment  of  our  Board.  The  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
are  public  officers  charged  with  the  performance  of  an  important  pub- 
lic duty  and  are  governed  by  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  117. 

The  amount  of  money  allocated  to  us  by  the  Town  Meeting,  namely 
$13,000.00  was  insufficient  to  take  care  of  the  bills  we  received  during 
1947  from  other  cities  and  towns,  and  other  institutions  (over  which  we 
have  no  control).  The  total  amount  billed  to  us  by  the  above  for  the 
year  1947  amounts  to  $14,363.86  or  $1,363.86  more  than  we  were  granted 
to  take  care  of  both  our  own  cases  and  the  outside  recipients. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  feels  better  qualified  to  estimate  our  budget 
than  the  Finance  Committee.  We  believe  this  statement  is  proven  by 
the  fact  that  we  originally  requested  $23,205.00  and  expended  $25,401.00. 
The  Finance  Committee  felt,  in  their  wisdom,  that  we  could  operate  for 
$13,000.00.  It  would  seem  that  our  estimate  was  nearer  correct  than 
that  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

We  expect  that  there  will  be  some  increase  in  Temporary  Aid  for 
the  year  1948  but  assure  you  that  we  shall  operate  just  as  economically 
as  possible.  We  dislike  to  carry  over  a  large  amount  of  unpaid  bills  and 
hope  that  the  town  meeting  this  year  will  not  be  deceived  by  believing 
that  you  are  cutting  the  tax  rate  when  you  reduce  budgets  so  low  that 
departments  become  crippled  before  the  year  is  over.

During  September,  1947,  our  payroll  increased  $149.69  when  the 
State  Standard  of  Budget  was  revised  and  became  mandatory  on  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  cases. 

The  following  is  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  Federal  and  State 
government  reimburses  the  Town  on  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases: 

The  Federal  government  reimburses  the  Town  at  the  rate  of  one- 
half  of  $24.00  for  the  first  child  in  the  family  and  one-half  of  $15.00 
for  each  additional  child  in  the  family  plus  $1.50  for  each  dependent 
child.  The  Federal  government  does  not  reimburse  for  aid  given  the 
"parent".  The  Federal  government  reimburses  for  50%  of  all  admin- 
istrative cost. 

The  State  reimburses  the  Town  for  one-third  of  the  total  aid 
given  both  the  children  and  the  parent.  The  State  Department  does 
not  reimburse  for  administrative  cost.

The  State  revised  the  Standard  Budget  September  1947  which 
increased  food,  fuel,  clothing  and  personal  care.  At  this  time  the 
figuring  of  carrying  charges  was  changed  to  a  prorating  basis  i.  e. 
carrying  charge  expense  were  divided  evenly  between  employable 
members  of  the  household.  In  refiguring  our  budgets  we  found  there 
were  eighteen  cases  which  received  a  reduction  in  their  grant  due  to 
the  prorating  amounting  to  $196.40  per  month. 

In  November  1947  the  State  Department  informed  us  that  an. 
opinion  from  the  Attorney  General's  office  showed  that  it  was  not  the 
intent  of  the  Legislature  to  prorate  carrying  charges  consequently  the 
standards   of   assistance   was   revised   —  INTERPRETATION: 

"Effective  immediately,  all  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  in  which  the 
recipient  resides  with  one  or  more  single  employable  children  or  with, 
an  employed  spouse  are  to  be  reconsidered  and  rebudgeted.  Retroactive 
adjustments  are  required  on  all  such  cases  in  accordance  with  the 
STANDARDS  OF  ASSISTANCE  as  revised  by  this  letter  and  the 
accompanying  material.  The  adjustment  must  provide  for  the  increase 
in  the  food,  f.uel  and  light,  and  household  supplies  and  replacements, 
items  retroactive  to  Sept  1st,  in  addition  to  payment  for  any  deduction 
in  the  rent,  fuel  and  light  allowance  which  was  effected  due  to- 
pro-rating." 

The  eighteen  reduced  cases  were  refigured  and  retroactive  pay- 
ments made  as  of  September  1st. 

This  department  wishes  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  District  Office  #4,  for  their  many 
courtesies  to  us  and  to  all  local  agencies,  merchants,  and  professional!

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1947. 

The  activities  of  the  Board  have  been  many  and  varied  during  the 
past  year.  We  were  unable  to  do  many  things  for  the  protection  of  the 
Public  Health  that  were  quite  necessary,  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

Only  40  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the  entire  year.  There 
should  have  been  at  least  200  to  cover  all  the  milk  dealers  with  their 
several  grades  of  milk,  both  for  home  deliveries  and  stores.  Good  clean 
milk  with  low  bacteria  count  and  at  least  up  to  Massachusetts  standards 
in  fats  and  total  solids  are  essential  for  our  infants  and  growing  children. 

Sanitary  conditions  are  improving  but  all  too  slowly.  A  few  laterals 
have  been  added  to  the  sewer  lines  but  only  for  short  distances.  These 
included  a  short  distance  on  Pearson  Street,  all  of  Lincoln  Court  and 
Lincoln  Avenue  from  Myrtle  Street  to  Cliftondale  Square.  This  did 
eliminate  a  very  bad  health  menace  on  Lincoln  Court.  Fifty-one  sewer 
connections  were  approved.  There  are  numerous  areas  in  Town  as  bad 
as  Lincoln  Court,  which  should  be  connected  to  the  common  sewer  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.  Among  these  are  Olive  Avenue,  Oak  Hill 
Road  and  Brigg's  Court.  These  areas  however  do  not  eliminate  polution 
from  the  Saugus  River  as  it  is  still  running  in  from  the  High  School, 
Town  Hall  and  Salter  Mills  area.   Sewer  construction  for  Central  Street 
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to  Adams  Avenue  should  get  under-way  this  year  to  eliminate  the  High 
School  and  some  provision  made  to  care  for  the  Salter  Mills  area. 

Our  own  Town  Hall  has  sanitary  conditions  which  should  not  be 
tolerated  any  longer.  The  Board  of  Health  for  several  years  has  brought 
this  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  but  like  the  weather  it  is  talked 
about  but  nobody  does  anything  about  it.  The  problem  is  squarely  up  to 
your  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Increase  in  medicine  and  medical  care  was  up  about  68%.  This 
increase  is  due  to  the  increased  costs  of  medicine  and  increased  cost  of 
hospitalization,  plus  an  increased  number  of  cases  requiring  hospitaliza- 
tion. Tuberculosis  costs  for  this  year  increased  $646.00.  This  was  due  to 
the  increase  in  patients  at  the  Sanatorium. 

One  hundred  seventy-eight  dogs  were  quarantined  for  dog  bites 
during  the  year.  This  item  of  health  protection  requires  expenditure  of 
much  time,  and  many  times  a  whole  day  may  be  spent  on  locating  one 
dog. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  conducted  at  the  Health  office  for  the  pro- 
tection of  first  grade  and  kindergarten  children  is  only  fairly  well 
patronized,  but  with  the  60  in  the  Clinic  and  234  in  the  first  grade  and 
kindergarten  already  protected  plus  87  under  the  age  of  one  year,  the 
percentage  is  fairly  high  and  is  preventing  the  incident  of  diphtheria  in 
that  age  group.  There  is  an  increase  of  diphtheria  in  the  High  School 
age  group  and  the  Board  of  Health  urge  all  students  in  the  High  School 
to  have  either  three  doses  of  Toxoid  or  a  booster  dose,  if  they  have  not 
received  protection  since  the  first  grade. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  improved  care  of  the  children's  teeth  in  the 
Dental  Clinic  and  by  a  process  of  elimination,  more  children  requiring 
treatment  may  be  cared  tor. 

An  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1948  Town  Meeting,  on  petition 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  requests  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Mosquito  Con- 
trol. This  is  only  a  small  amount  of  what  should  be  expended  for  the 
elimination  of  mosquitoes  in  the  inland  areas.  This  will  apply  to  the 
purchase  of  the  latest  types  of  chemicals  and  for  labor  in  application,  in 
mosquito  breeding  areas. 

Last  year  the  garbage  contract  was  awarded  to  Henry  Paulino  of 
Peabody  for  a  period  of  three  years.  We  have  no  regrets  in  our  choice 
•of  bidders.  Never  before,  has  the  job  been  so  well  done  and  seldom  do 
we  get  a  complaint  that  garbage  has  not  been  collected. 

Whatever  our  endeavors  may  be  we  are  indebted  to  the  employees 
of  our  department  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
perform  their  duties.

During  the  year  1947  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  649  alarm 
and  calls  for  fires  and  other  duties.  There  were  103  box  alarms  and  546 
telephone  calls.    Thirty-one  of  these  box  alarms  were  false  or  needless. 

The  apparatus  traveled  a  total  of  2,369  miles  in  responding  to  calls. 
Engine  #1,  6  miles,  Engine  #2,  292  miles,  Engine  #3,  422  miles,  Engine 
#4,  1286  miles,  Ladder  #1,  363  miles.  The  Chiefs  car  traveled  3,253 
miles  in  responding  to  alarms  and  other  calls  of  duty. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  buildings,  autos,  trucks,  the  insurance  on 
buildings,  automobiles  and  their  contents,  etc.,  were  as  nearly  as  possible 
ascertained  as  follows:

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During  the  year,  16,700  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  15,850  IY2  inch  hose 
106,500  feet  of  %  inch  hose  was  used  to  extinguish  fires.  A  total  of 
139,050  feet.  Of  the  above  used  hose,  98,800  feet  was  used  at  dump,  brush 
and  grass  fires.  There  was  612  feet  of  ladders  used,  38  tanks  of  oxygen 
and  other  first  aid  equipment  used. 

The  Fire  Apparatus  Engine  #1  is  old  and  unreliable  and  used  only 
in  extreme  emergency.  Engine  #2  is  in  good  condition,  Engine  #3  is 
in  good  condition,  Engine  #4  is  in  good  condition,  the  Ladder  truck  is 
getting  old,  being  17  years  old  it  should  be  replaced  with  a  new  Junior 
Aerial  Ladder  Truck.  The  Chief's  car  is  seven  years  old  but  is  in  fair 
condition. 

The  Fire  Department  has  done  excellent  work  in  keeping  the  fire 
loss  down  to  such  a  minimum,  approximately  $35,525  with  the  valued 
amount  of  property  involved  in  fire  being  about  $215,820.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  department  has  a  large  area  to  protect,  nearly  11%  square 
miles  with  a  minimum  amount  of  men  to  extinguish  fire  and  man  the 
apparatus. 

We  recommend  the  program  calling  for  the  installation  of  new 
hydrants  and  fire  alarm  signal  boxes  be  continued,  as  there  are  several 
places  in  the  town  where  hydrants  and  boxes  are  a  long  distance  apart* 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  thes  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works,  the  Chief  of  Police,  all  town  offi- 
cials and  the  citizens  of  Saugus  who  by  their  cooperation  have  aided  this 
department  in  maintaining  a  high  degree  of  efficiency.

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  and  accomplishments  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  year  1947. 

WATER 

This  department  increased  its  revenue  to  the  Town  Treasury  in  the 
amount  of  $10,204.91  over  the  preceeding  year. 

The  amount  paid  for  Water  Purchase  for  the  year  1947  was 
$17,320.00.  This  amount  is  $4,115.69  less  than  was  paid  for  water  pur- 
chase in  the  preceding  year.  We  believe  this  great  saving  due  to  major 
leaks  that  were  located  and  repaired  within  the  year.  This  department 
installed  1500  feet  of  10"  Water  Main  on  Hesper  Street  and  completed 
the  following: 

Repaired  and  reset  460  meters. 
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Installed  88  new  services, 
Renewed  89  old  services. 
Repaired  129  old  services. 
Installed  100  New  Hersey  Meters. 
Hydrant  maintenance  including  installation,  renewal, 
flushing  dead  ends  and  anti-freeze. 

The  M.  D.  C.  water  system  is  under  construction  on  Lincoln  Avenue. 
Several  home  services  were  broken  and  repaired  by  this  department 
The  M.  D.  C.  Standpipe  at  Hobson  Street,  North  Saugus,  is  well  under 
construction.  We  have  given  this  project  all  possible  aid,  to  insure  an 
early  completion. 

We  have  many  overground  summer  services  that  should  be  metered 
and  several  services  and  mains  that  should  be  lowered  to  keep  from 
freezing. 

HIGHWAY 

This  department,  other  than  the  permanent  construction  of  Pearson 
Street,  was  constantly  busy  with  the  following  maintenance: 
Patching  of  various  surfaced  streets. 
Cleaning  and  repairing  catch  basins. 
Repairing  guard  rails  and  bridges. 
Cleaning  of  gutters  and  culverts. 
Sweeping,  and  drains. 
Traffic  lines  and  erection  of  street  signs. 
Completion  of  Hesper  Street  and  Sweetwater  Street 
permanent  road  construction  under  Chapter  90. 

ASHES 

Here  we  are  again,  going  into  1948  with  the  same  conditions  pre- 
vailing. 

One  ash  unit  can  not  possibly  collect  the  ashes  and  rubbish  in  this 
town.  For  example,  the  maintenance  cost  for  1947  was  $749.27 — Regular 
Labor  $6,588.50,  extra  labor  from  Highway  Department  $3,122.02,  repre- 
sents a  total  of  $10,459.79.  This  represents  a  total  of  over  3,000  man 
hours  lost  to  our  Highway  Department. 

SEWER 

Maintenance  and  repairs  at  Sewer  Pumping  Station.  Sewer  Con- 
struction Lincoln  Avenue  to  Square.  Sewer  Lateral  at  55  Essex  Street. 
Routine  Sewer  Maintenance. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  your  Acting  Superintendent  I  therefore  submit  to  the  honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen  the  following  recommendations  for  approval-. 

(     Adequate  snow  fighting  equipment  for  snow  removal  only.    (Equip- 
ment can  not  work  52  weeks  and  properly  remove  snow.) 

A  new  ash  truck  and  crew  to  clean  up  existing  routes  within  a 
work  week. 

Our  various  departments  are,  in  my  opinion,  undermaned  to  the 
point  where  it  is  physically  impossible  to  carry  on  the  amount  of  work 
planned  and  desired.  Bearing  in  mind  the  above  statement  I  therefore 
recommend  that  a  definite  program  be  set  up  to  include  Permanent 
Road  Construction;  Proper  Drainage  Systems;  Sidewalks  and  Curbings; 
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Continuance  of  Sewer  Mains  and  Laterals,  the  Replacement  of  all 
cement  water  mains  and  replacement  of  old  and  obsolete  main  gates 
that  will  not  close. 

We  are  proud  to  relate  that  our  Public  Works  Department  finished 
the  year  1947  in  the  black  and  without  an  unp  aid  bill. 

I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  thank  my  entire  group  of  employees,  the 
Cemetery  Department,  Tree  Warden's  Department  and  all  other  depart- 
ments that  have  worked  so  diligently  for  the  welfare  of  the  Public 
Works  Department.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

The  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  a  report  of  some  of  its  activi- 
luring   the   past   year  and  offers  several  pertinent  facts  for  those 
who    may    be   concerned.    Changes  in  the  make-up  of  the  Board  have 
occurred  with  Jack  A.  Meeker  resigning  immediately  following  his  elec- 
tion in  March  and  Edward  Berrett  resigning  in  September.  Mr.  Meeker's 
office  was  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  sitting  jointly 
with    the    Board   of  Selectmen   resulting  in  the  election  of  William  H. 
Robinson  to  serve  the  balance  of  the  year.   The  position  of  Mr.  Berrett 
was  not   filled  due  to  the  fact  that  little  time  remained  prior  to  the  form 
vernmenl   being  changed,  all  terms  expiring  upon  the  event  of  the 
•  ■lection. 

The  Board  has  held  the  necessary  required  hearings  on  zoning  mat- 
appearing  in  Town  Warrants.  Several  articles  were  inserted  by  the 
Board  to  determine  the  attitude  of  the  Town  as  a  whole  and  neighbor- 
hood groups  in  particular  regarding  the  establishment  of  additional  in- 
dustrial or  business  areas.  On  several  matters,  objections  from  those 
who  would  be  most  immediaetly  affected  was  overwhelming  while  on 
others  no  interest  was  shown.  We  appreciate  the  reactions  of  those 
interested  and  suggest  that  far  greater  interest  be  shown  by  all  groups 
where  changes  in  zones  are  liable  to  affect  the  immediate  districts. 

We  regret  that  several  matters  relating  to  the  requests  of  individ- 
uals who  sought  either  protection  or  relief  from  the  law  were  shown 
lack  of  consideration  during  the  past  Town  Meetings.  It  is  a  sad  state 
of  a  Hairs  when  persons  seeking  to  bring  additional  revenue  into  our 
treasury  are  shunted  to  the  end  of  the  warrant  of  the  Town  Meetings 
only  to  be  left  unsatisfied  when  the  meeting  is  forced  to  adjourn  due  to 
lack  of  interest. 

The  Board  has  co-operated  with  citizens  and  town  officials  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  manager  form  of  government  for  1948.  The  major 
task  along  this  line  was  the  division,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  of  the  Town  into  ten  new  voting  districts.  Considering  the 
availability  of  voting  facilities,  natural  barriers,  transportation,  large 
areas  of  vacant  or  hilly  land  and  the  intent  of  the  law  to  divide  the 
total  registration  as  equally  as  possible,  we  feel  an  honest  effort  was 
made  to  give  the  greatest  convenience  to  the  larger  number  of  voters. 
Of  the  total  number  of  voters  registered  at  the  time,  the  following  divi- 
sion was  made: 

Precinct   One    993  Precinct  Six     646 

Precinct  Two     784  Precinct  Seven    895 

Precinct  Three    775  Precinct  Eight    798 

Precinct  Four      763  Precinct  Nine    715 

Precinct  Five     584  Precinct  Ten    732 

The  higher  numbers  are  found  in  areas  which  have  reached  a  high 
or  near  high  point  in  building,  while  the  lower  figures  occur  in  the  areas 
where  much  expansion  is  possible.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  the 
polling  place  for  the  northern  end  of  Town  be  rotated,  one  election  at  a 
time  or  everv  two  years,  between  North  Saugus  and  Oaklandvale.  The 
area  covered'  is  necessarily  large  due  to  the  scarcity  of  residents. 

Some  preliminary  work  has  been  done  on  a  proposed  development  in 
the  Oaklandvale  section,  adjoining  the  "Bennett  Farm"  and  lying  be- 
tween the  Lynn  Fellsway  and  Forest  Street.  The  original  proposal  was 
rejected  due  to  the  proposed  construction  of  circles  at  the  end  of  every 
side    road   which   would   prohibit    future   extensions   through   adjoining 
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property.  It  is  again  being  prepared  by  the  developers  for  presentation 
in  the  immediate  future.  On  problem  of  water  pipes  was  cleared  through 
the  insistence  of  the  Board  that  all  water  lines  within  the  area  be  pro- 
vided by  the  petitioners.  However,  we  sincerely  recommend  adoption  of 
the  proposal  of  the  Public  Works  Department  to  carry  water  lines  some 
hundreds  of  feet  along  the  Lynn  Fells  Parkway  to  bring  water  to  the 
property  line  of  the  area,  as  well  as  to  service  other  substantial  property 
in  the  section. 

We  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  those  interested  that  we  are  now 
operating  under  a  new  law,  Chapter  340  of  the  Acts  of  1947  and  which 
provides  an  improved  system  of  municipal  planning.  WE  CALL  ATTEN- 
TION TO  THE  SECTION  WHICH  REQUIRES  ALL  FUTURE 
STREET  ACCEPTANCES  TO  BE  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  PLANNING 
BOARD  FOR  APPROVAL  PRIOR  TO  ADOPTION  BY  THE  TOWN 
MEETING. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board,  providing  funds  are  made  available 
by  the  Town  Meeting,  to  start  work  on  a  master  development  plan  re- 
quired by  law.  More  information  on  this  matter  will  be  issued  as  the 
occasion  arises. 

We  recommend  installation  of  improved  street  lighting  at  the  more 
dangerous  intersections  in  Town  as  an  aid  to  reduce  accidents  and  warn 
motorists  of  traffic  hazards.  We  feel  improved  lighting  is  essential  at 
the  following  locations: 

Walnut  Street  at  Central  Street, 

Walnut  Street  at  Elm  Street, 

Central  Street  at  Elm  Street, 

Main  Street  at  Vine  Street, 

Vine  Street  at  Essex  Street, 

Essex  Street  at  Felton  Street, 

Lincoln  Avenue  at  Central  Street, 

Central  Street  at  Jackson  Street, 

Central  Street  at  Adams  Street, 

School  Street  at  Essex  Street  and  Central  Street. 

This  action  would  be  effective  in  reducing  accidents.  We  cite  an 
improved  condition  at  both  ends  of  Dudley  Street  and  the  Lincoln  Ave- 
nue end  of  Bristow  Street  as  examples  of  what  could  be  done  at  very 
small  cost  to  attempt  to  reduce  insurance  rates  through  improving 
safety. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  start  of  plans  by  the  School  Committee  for 
a  new  school  in  the  Oaklandvale  section.  This  area  will  be  among  the 
first  in  town  to  continue  large  scale  home  development  and  will  need 
school  facilities  in  the  immediate  future.  We  suggest  consideration  of 
the  location  within  the  "Bennett  Farm"  development  as  a  possible  site, 
it  consisting  of  an  acre  of  land  obtained  by  this  Board  at  no  cost  at  the 
time  of  approving  the  development. 

To  our  knowledge  the  Town  has  a  program,  or  has  at  least  con- 
sidered, Chapter  90  construction  on  Sweetwater  Street-Golden  Hills 
Road,  Upper  Central  Street  and  lower  Ballard  Street.  The  first  named 
is  in  progress,  the  contract  let  on  the  second  with  Ballard  Street  as  a 
future  project.  It  is  our  unanimous  recommendation,  that  following 
completion  of  these  projects,  we  work  toward  a  proper  reconstruction 
or  resurfacing  program,  under  Chapter  90,  for  Lincoln  Avenue  from  the 
Lynn  to  Revere  boundary  lines,  Central  Street  from  Lincoln  Avenue  to 
Elm  Street,  Main  Street  from  Saugus  Center  to  the  Turnpike  and  from 
the  Lynn  Fells  Parkway  to  the  Wakefield  line,  Essex  Street  from  Clif- 
tondale  Square  to  the  Turnpike,  Vine  Street  from  Essex  Street  to  Main 
Street  and  Winter  Street  from  East  Saugus  to  Saugus  Cetner.    .All  these 
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main  roads  are  gradually  deteriorating  and  while- the  cost  to  the  Town 
alone  would  be  prohibitive,  a  schedule  running  over  a  few  years  with 
State  and  County  assistance  would  reclaim  the  money  expended  bv  the 
Town  m  original  construction.  We  would  stress  the  fact  that  these  roads 
were  constructed  over  a  period  of  years  but  appropriations  for  mainte- 
nance have  been  negligible.  Of  what  use  is  it  to  build  anything,  only  to 
watch  it  fall  apart  for  lack  of  ordinary  maintenance? 

In  concluding  its  activities  under  the  present  form  of  government 
we  feel  the  Board  has  at  all  times  worked  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town.  We  look  forward  to  1948  with  high  hopes  that  we  as  a  Town  will 
find  our  way,  under  the  new  government,  to  our  proper  place  among  the 
municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth.  As  a  Board  and  as  individuals  we 
are  ready  and  willing  to  be  of  any  assistance  that  may  be  required  of  us. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  shown  in  our  activities  by  many  citizens 
and  extend  our  appreciation  to  those  who  have  assisted  us  during  the 
past  year.

Report  of  Director  of  Veterans'  Benefits 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  Hall 

Saugus,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  as  Agent  for  the 
Department  of  Veterans'  Benefits  for  the  year  1947. 

January  1,  1947,  inaugurated  the  new  system  of  handling  of  benefits 
to  needy  veterans.  This  department  now  operates  in  close  conjunction 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  at  the  State  House,  thereby 
insuring  the  Town  of  its  proportional  refund  by  the  State  each  year.  All 
cases  first  being  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  for  approval  or  rejection. 

The  department  has  carried  on  its  work  daily,  evenings,  and  at  other 
times  by  appointment.  The  office  is  open  from  2.00  P.M.  to  5.00  P.M. 
each  day,  and  7.00  P.M.  to  9.00  P.M.  on  Monday  and  Thursday  evenings. 

The  case  load  this  past  year  was  much  lighter  than  in  1946  due  to 
the  lack  of  labor  troubles  throwing  the  veteran  out  of  employment. 
There  were  62  cases  handled  in  which  136  persons  received  benefits. 
Twelve  cases  are  recorded  as  rejected  due  to  ineligibility.  All  applica- 
tions .  were  personally  investigated  and  follow  up  visits  made 
•quarterly  when  the  case  is  on  a  permanent  basis.  Constant  contact  with 
the  State  House,  Veterans  Administration,  Hospitals  and  other  agencies 
has  been  observed.  Close  watch  has  been  kept  over  the  limited  budget 
allowed,  and  only  the  authorized  payment  of  a  heavy  hospital  bill  by  the 
Commissioner  made  it  necessary  to  request  additional  funds.  The  de- 
partment was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  close  the  year  with  no  unpaid 
bills. 

Under  the  head  of  services  to  the  veteran  there  have  been  consulta- 
tions and  referrals  with  over  230  veterans  of  World  War  II.  Help 
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with  filing  job  training  papers;  aid  given  in  claims  with  the  Veterans 
Administration,  notarizing  Terminal  Leave  applications,  and  Bonus 
payments. 

The  writer  wishes  to  add  that  no  needy  veteran  or  his  family  has 
been  neglected  or  denied  aid  if  the  case  so  warranted  consideration. 

With  thanks  to  your  Honorable  body  and  to  the  other  departments 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  help  and  cooperation,  I  am

Annual  Report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1947. 

The  Department  consists  of  a  Chief,  one  Captain,  one  Lieutenant, 
twelve  Regular  Patrolmen,  and  five  reserves.  There  are  also  sixty-one 
Special  Police  Officers,  twenty  of  whom  are  equipped  with  uniforms  and 
are  capable  of  doing  regular  work  in  emergencies.  There  are  six  Special 
Police  Officers  who  work  as  Watchmen  at  the  Lynn  Water  Sheds.

Report  of  Town  Accountant 


December  31,  1947. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall 
Saugus,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provsions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  61,  of  the 
General  Laws,  I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  following  Annual  Reporting 
of  the  Accounting  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947. 
I  respectfully  offer,  for  your  consideration,  an  explanation  of  some  of 
the  accounts. 
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1.     GENERAL  FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

Balance  Sheet  and  Appropriation  Accounts: 

After  closing  the  books  December  31,  1947,  the  Surplus  Revenue  has 

Td    5  •Vn1?;'94-53,   an   increase  of  $28,933.52  over  the  balance  of 

December  31,  1946.     The  various  appropriation  accounts  had  unexpended 

balances  amounting  to  $8,509.90  which  reverted  to  the  surplus  revenue 

account.   Collections  and  receipts  have  been  good  throughout  the  year. 

Temporary    Loans: 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  there  was  no  outstanding  tempo- 
rary loans.  In  checking  back  over  a  period  of  twenty  years  it  was  noted 
that  the  temporary  loans,  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  amounted 
to  $105,000.00  to  $500,000.00.  It  reflects  a  good  financial  condition  when 
the  town  can  pay  off  its  obligation  and  operate  within  the  cash  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Tax   Title    Loans: 

The  sum  of  $46,717.58  was  paid  on  the  outstanding  tax  title  loans 
held  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  on  tax  titles.  The  total 
amount  now  outstanding  is  $40,831.09  and  with  the  continued  work  by 
the  Treasurer  and  sale  of  possessions  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  this 
will  probably  be  paid  in  full  in  1948.  If  there  are  no  further  loans  made 
the  amount  received  on  tax  title  redemption  and  tax  possession  sales 
will  revert  to  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  monthly. 

Tax  Title  and  Tax  Possessions: 

The  foreclosure  of  tax  titles  continued  satisfactorily  during  the 
year,  within  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  The  value  of 
possessions  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $176,643.06.  A  larger  appropria- 
tion to  the  Town  Treasurer  would  increase  the  number  of  foreclosures 
for  the  year  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  could  by  sale  dispose  of  many 
parcels  of  land  and  the  town  would  then  benefit  by  taxation  again. 

Town  Indebtedness: 

The  total  town  indebtedness  on  January  1,  1947  of  $664,548.67  was 
reduced  by  the  payment  of  $68,717.58  on  bonded  debt  and  tax  title  loans 
and  the  payment  of  $200,000.00  on  temporary  loans.  In  1947  Water  Bonds 
were  issued  amounting  to  $110,000.00  making  the  total  indebtedness 
$505,831.09  on  December  31,  1947. 

An  appropriation  by  the  town  to  pay  off  the  remaining  bonds  on 
the  Fire  and  Police  Station  Loan  amounting  to'  $21,000.00  would  save 
on  the  amount  of  interest  now  being  paid.  These  bonds  are  paying  3%% 
annually,  the  highest  rate  now  being  paid  on  any  outstanding  bonds.

Tree  Warden's  Report 


To  the  citizens  of  Saugus : 

The  following  is  a  report  of  our  activities  for  1947. 

We  pruned  out,  removed  dead  wood,  hangers  and  cleared  limbs 
injuring  property  on  nine  hundred  and  two  trees.  During  the  year  we 
also  removed  eighteen  trees,  all  of  them  in  dangerous  condition,  these 
were  located  at  Vincent  Street,  Denver  Street,  Vermont  Avenue,  Spring- 
dale  Avenue,  Water  Street,  Walnut  Street,  Wolcott  Street,  Chestnut 
Street,  Ballard  Street,  Jackson  Street,  Essex  Street,  Lincoln  Avenue  and 
other  places. 

We  had  two  bad  storms  during  the  year,  one  on  August  15th 
when  trees  were  felled  and  others  shattered  at  Oaklandvale  Avenue, 
Howard  Street,  Main  Street,  Chestnut  Street  and  many  other  sections. 
There  was  also  the  twister  on  the  afternoon  of  September  2nd  which 
tore  a  path  from  the  turnpike  thru  to  Lynnhurst,  felling  many  large 
maples  particularly  on  Summer  and  Pleasant  Streets  where  we  lost 
seven  trees. 

Due  to  the  cut  in  our  budget  request  we  were  not  able  to  continue 
our  tree  planting  program  as  much  as  we  would  have  liked.  We  have 
several  hundred  requests  for  shade  trees  from  abuttors  but  due  to  higher 
costs  and  less  funds  we  were  able  to  plant  only  forty-five  trees,  divided 
as  evenly  as  possible.  We  hope  funds  will  be  made  available  this  coming 
year  for  this  purpose  as  storm  damage  and  other  causes  are  gradually 
making  replacements  necessary. 

Our  elms  were  sprayed  several  times  this  year  and  we  are  happy 
to  note  the  foliage  was  excellent  and  showed  hardly  a  trace  of  beetle 
feeding.  We  believe  this  is  due  to  improved  insecticides,  consisting  of 
D.D.T.  and  D.X.  Pyretheum. 

We  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  citizens,  at  this  time, 
of  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  menace,  and  request  all  persons  removing  or 
pruning  elm  trees  to  immediately  destroy  the  wood  and  bark.  This  town 
does  not  have  this  disease  at  present  but  it  is  rapidly  spreading  over 
the  State,  having  been  found  at  Boston,  Swampscott  and  other  towns 
nearby.  We  are  cooperating  with  the  Federal  and  State  Agencies  to  pro- 
tect ours. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  all  citizens,  officials  and  other  town  de- 
partments who  have  assisted  me  through  the  year.

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Gypsy  Moth  Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  our  annual  report  of  work  accomplished  during 
1947  and  the  condition  of  the  town  in  regards  to  insect  pests. 

We  find  the  brown  tail  moth  is  entirely  cleaned  out.  All  previous 
infested  spots  were  thoroughly  checked  and  no  signs  appear.  The  tent 
caterpillar  and  gypsy  moth  feeding  was  so  slight  that  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  lind  even  in  the  previously  heavily  infested  section  of  North 
Saugus.  This  we  believe  is  the  result  of  our  new  spray  formula  and 
methods.  During  the  active  season  we  sprayed  all  roadsides  with  D.D.T. 
and  load  arsenic,  using  a  total  of  39,760  gallons  of  the  liquid. 

One  small  infest  of  Oriental  Moth  appeared  in  the  Ballard  Street 
section.  This  we  hope  to  check  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Fall  Web  Worm  has  greatly  increased  in  nearly  all  sections  of 
the  town,  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  not  considered  as  a  leaf 
feeding  pest,  only  as  being  unsightly  and  no  provision  is  made  to  fight 
them  by  either  State  or  other  agencies.  These  worms  hatch  only  in  the 
fall  and  can  only  be  destroyed  by  cutting  the  webs,  our  present  plans 
call  for  this  work  in  the  coming  year. 

Cooperating  with  the  Public  Works  Department  in  keeping  roads 
clear  of  brush,  and  eliminating  blind  corners,  we  cut  and  removed  brush 
from  Central,  Forest,  Main,  Winter,  Walnut,  Johnson  Road,  Dudley, 
Baker,  Western  Avenue,  Essex,  Wamesit,  Denver,  Talbot  and  other 
streets. 

We  also  used  approximately  2800  gallons  of  50  per  cent  D.D.T.  on 
mosquito  breeding  areas,  consisting  of  the  old  Iron  Works  Bog,  Hurd 
Avenue,  Buford  Street,  Lynnhurst  and  other  swamps, — this  is  now  un- 
derstood to  be  a  function  of  the  Health  Department,  however  this  de- 
partment will  assist  in  any  manner  possible. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  thank  all  departments  who  assisted  us  dur- 
ing the  year.

The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  would  like  at  this  time  to 
congratulate  the  Superintendent  and  his  entire  staff  on  their  splendid 
performance  of  duty  especially  in  view  of  the  limited  funds  to  operate 
and  the  antiquated  equipment.  We  also  desire  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  all  other  departments  who  have  so  kindly  cooperated. 

With  reference  to  the  Veterans'  Lot,  after  twenty-six  (26)  meet- 
ings it  was  finally  decided  by  the  former  Chairman  that  the  Town  Engi- 
neer and  the  Superintendent  proceed  as  they  see  fit,  they  were  author- 
ized to  proceed  on  this  basis  which  was  done  and  outside  of  the  layout 
of  graves  the  work  was  completed  by  last  Memorial  Day. 

The  Commissioners  sincerely  trust  that  the  Finance  Committee 
will  aprove  our  1948  budget  as  submitted  in  order  that  the  new  Commis- 
sioners may  carry  on  in  the  same  efficient  manner.

The   1947  Budget 

At  the  annual  March  Town  Meeting  of  1947  the  School  Department 
Bud  eTof  $%(000eral  Budget  °f  $357>500-000  and  a  Schoolhouse  Repair 

Nothing  was  appropriated  for  the  upkeep  or  maintenance  of  the 
Stackpole's  Field  Stadium. 

Net  1947  Education  Cost 

Although  the  sum  of  $357,500.00  (General  Budget)  and  $10,000.00 
(Schoolhouse  Repair  Budget),  or  a  total  of  $367,500.00,  was  appro- 
priated in  1947  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  education,  this  sum  does 
not  represent  the  actual  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  taxpayers 
of  Saugus  for  education   (ordinary  School  Department  expenditures). 

The  following  refunds,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  at  the  writing 
of   this   report,    have   been   returned   to   the  town  treasury  during  the 

year  1947: 

State  reimbursement   (State-Aid  to  Education) $25,320.00 

Tuition  from  City  of  Boston  (Boston  wards)    173.46 

Tuition  from  Commonwealth   (State  wards)    1,125.39 

Miscellaneous  Income   104.65 

Out  of  Town  Tuition    295.12 

Unexpended  Balance — General  Budget 40.95 

Unexpended  Balance — Schoolhouse  Repair  Budget  . . .  67.93 

Total  of  all  1947  refunds  $27,127.50 

This  total  sum  of  $27,127.50  in  various  forms  of  refunds  lessens  the 
cost  of  education  to  the  taxpayers  of  Saugus  by  that  amount.  To  find 
the  net  cost  we  subtract  this  sum  of  $27,127.50  from  the  total  amount 
appropriated  ($367,500.00).  The  difference,  or  $340,372.50,  represents  the 
net  cost  for  the  year  1947. 

Recommendations 

An  important  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  to  recom- 
mend to  the  School  Committee  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  such 
projects  as  will  improve  our  school  system.  I  recommended  all  of  these 
in  my  report  of  last  year. 

(1)  That  a  modern  gymnasium  be  constructed  so  as  to  make- 
possible  an  effective  program  of  physical  education  for  all  pupils  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. 

(2)  That  a  program  be  initiated  towards  the  improving  of  the 
play  areas  of  all  schools  so  that  all  school  play  areas  may  be  ultima- 
tely resurfaced  with  modern  asphaltic  or  cork  treatment. 

(3)  The  installation  of  new  lighting  equipment  in  all  of  our  school 
buildings,  especially  in  the  classrooms  of  the  same. 
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(4)  The  construction  of  a  new  modern  six  room  elementary  school 
building  in  the  Oaklandvale  section  of  the  town. 

(5)  The  introduction  of  a  course  in  domestic  science  for  girls  who 
attend  the  Senior  High  School. 

(6)  That  the  School  Department  be  provided  with  plans  and 
detailed  blueprints  of  all  school  buildings  in  town  so  that  such  will  be 
available  to  the  School  Department  at  all  time. 

(7)  That  the  present  costly  heating  plant  in  the  Ballard  School  be 
removed  and  that  such  be  replaced  by  a  central  heating  plant  with  oil 
burning  apparatus. 

(8)  The  establishment  of  a  super-maximum  salary  in  the  high, 
junior  high,  and  elementary  schools  to  be  given  only  to  those  teachers 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  have  demon- 
strated extraordinary  teaching  skills  and  exceptional  value  to  the 
school  system. 

(9)  That  the  Mansfield  School  building  in  East  Saugus  be  com- 
pletely repaired,  renovated,  and  reequipped  for  active  use  or,  in  lieu 
of  this,  that   an  addition  to  the  Ballard  School  be  considered. 

Unless  parochial  schools  are  established  in  Saugus  this  section  of 
the  town  will  soon  be  in  need  of  additional  school  housing  facilities. 

The  School  Committee  has  already  taken  steps  to  initiate  action  on 
recommendations  two,  four,  six,  and  possibly  eight. 

School  Building  Program 

In  my  1946  report  I  wrote  at  length  of  the  necessity  of  a  school- 
house  building  program.  Due  to  it's  importance,  I  am  reiterating  in  this 
1948  report  most  of  that  which  I  said  last  year. 

A  town  may  postpone  the  inevitable  but  not  forever.  Such  prob- 
lems are  not  solved  by  hiding  one's  head  in  the  sand  like  the  ostrich. 

Saugus  has  not  erected  a  new  schoolhouse  since  1933  when  the 
present  Central  Junior  High  School  building  was  constructed.  For 
fourteen  years  we  have  remained  dormant  as  far  as  new  school  build- 
ings are  concerned.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact,  that  Saugus  is  one  of  the 
few  municipalities  that  does  not  owe  one  cent  for  its'  school  buildings. 

There  are  two  definite  and  pressing  needs  for  new  schoolhouse 
construction. 

(a)  A  new  and  modern  Senior  High  School, 

(b)  A  new  elementary  school  building  in  the  Oaklandvale  section 
of  the  town. 

May  I  discuss  each  under  separate  captions? 

Senior  High  School 

Twice  within  the  last  fifteen  years  your  School  Committee  has 
urged  upon  the  citizens  the  necessity  of  the  erection  of  a  new  modern 
Senior  High  School  Building.  Twice  the  voters,  or  their  chosen  rep- 
resentatives in  town  meeting,  have  turned  it  down. 

The  second  defeat  of  this  worthy  project  was,  in  my  opinion,  the 
most  costly  mistake  our  town  has  made  in  a  lifetime.  At  that  time  the 
building,  completely  equipped,  could  have  been  constructed  for  about 
$500,000.00.    The   United   States   Government,   at  that  time,  stood  ready 
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S&  ^f11/^  t0+donate  a  cash  grant  of  $250,000.00  or  approximately  one 
nil    n  entire  cost  of  construction,    Schoolhouse  building  costs  were

rejection    ot    this   particular   project   as  one   of  the  greatest  sins  ever 
committed   against  the  youth  of  Saugus.    It  was  a  colossal  blunder. 

Why  does  Saugus  need  a  new  modern  Senior  High  School  Building? 
Here  are  the  reasons  and  any  citizen  can  check  the  present  building 
and  verify  the  facts. 

(1)  No  gymnasium  and  as  a  result  no  program  of  physical  edu- 
cation possible. 

Totally  inadequate  and  antiquated  science  laboratories. 

(3)  Inadequate  assembly  hall  (auditorium)  so  important  in  the 
development  of  school  morale  and  spirit. 

(4)  No  suitable  washroom  facilities  and  outmoded  and  ancient 
toilet  facilities. 

(5)  No  suitable  or  adequate  place  for  the  teaching  of  domestic 
science  for  girls. 

(6)  Inadequate  cafeteria  facilities. 

(7)  Insufficient  space  for  expansion  of  Woodworking  and  Metal 
Shops. 

(8)  Aged  and  ineffective  lighting  equipment. 

(9)  Poor  school  library  facilities  for  a  school  of  our  size. 

(10)  No  proper  place  for  students  to  hang  their  clothes  under 
protection. 

All  of  these  shortcomings  were  told  to  the  citizens  at  the  time 
the  proposed  new  school  building  was  rejected. 

The  permanent  solution  is  a  new  modern  Senior  High  School 
Building.  The  solution  does  not  lie  in  adding  wings  to  the  present 
building.  To  attempt  this  would  prove  very  costly.  The  result  would 
be  a  sprawling  octopus  of  a  building  difficult  of  operation  and  adminis- 
tration. 

If  something  isn't  done  our  Class  "A"  High  School  rating  will 
eventually  be  affected. 

If  this  happens,  the  blame  will  not  be  attached  to  anyone  connected 
with  the  School  Department. 

New  Oaklandvale  School 

The  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  a  new  modern  six  room 
elementary  school  building  should  be  erected  in  the  Oaklandvale  section 
of  the  town  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

To  this  end  the  School  Committee  has  inserted  a  special  article  in 
the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  1948  seeking  an 
appropriation  of  $750.00  with  which  to  engage  the  services  of  a  respon- 
sible firm  of  architects.  The  members  of  the  firm  thus  engaged  would 
prepare  preliminary  data  and  estimate  costs,  etc.,  of  such  a  structure. 
This  firm  would  also  survey  the  Oaklandvale  section  and  recommend 
the  two  or  three  best  available  sites  for  the  erection  of  the  building. 
\s   soon   as   such   data   is   available      the  School  Committee  intends  to 
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insert  proper  articles  in  a  special  or  regular  town  meeting  warrant 

calling  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  by  bond  issue  for  the  construction 
of  said  school  building. 

The  need  of  a  new  school  building  in  this  section  of  the  town  is 
imperative.  The  present  Oaklandvale  School  building  is  approximately 
one  hundred  years  old,  insofar  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain.  It  is  con- 
structed upon  a  ledge  on  about  as  poor  a  piece  of  land  as  there  is  in 
the  whole  community.  It  is  costly  to  heat,  costly  to  maintain  in  repair, 
and  certainly  grotesque  in  its  appearance.  This  present  building  will  be 
totally  inadequate  to  serve  the  elementary  school  children  of  this  section 
with  any  appreciable  growth  in  home  building. 

Any  attempt  to  enlarge  or  renovate  this  present  building  would  be 
little  short  of  criminal  asininity.  The  cost  would  be  tremendous  and  the 
result  a  monstrosity. 

The  Oaklandvale  section  of  the  town  is  already  productive  of  one  of 
our  best  home  building  developments.  In  the  opinion  of  our  school 
authorities  this  section  of  the  town  will  outstrip  all  others  in  new  home 
construction  within  the  next  decade. 

The  construction  of  a  new,  modern  six-room  elementary  schoolhouse 
in  this  section  should  be  given  serious  consideration  by  all  citizens.  It  is 
virtually  a  must  in  any  long  range  school  building  program. 

I  have  confined  my  discussion  of  a  school  building  program,  for  the 
present,  to  these  two  above  mentioned  consider  projects.  This  does  not 
mean  that  we  are  not  going  to  have  to  continue  other  school  building 
projects  in  other  parts  of  the  town.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  discuss 
other  phases  of  an  elementary  school  building  program  until  such  time 
as  it  is  definitely  determined  whether  or  not  there  are  to  be  parochial 
schools  for  children  of  elementary  school  age. 

Scholastic  Standing 

Scholastically  our  schools  remain  at  a  high  standard. 

Our  High  School  is  rated  a  Class  "A"  High  School  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

I  stated  in  my  last  year's  report  that  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board  has  gone  out  of  existence.  In  the  future 
colleges  will  accept  graduates  from  high  schools  largely  on  the  follow- 
ing basis: 

(a)  High  school  grades  of  the  student. 

(b)  Principal's  recommendation  of  student. 

(c)  Results  of  aptitude  and  other  tests  given  the  student  by  the 
college. 

The  trend,  in  short,  is  away  from  written  entrance  examinations 
and  more  towards  a  total  evaluation  of  the  student's  ability  and  per- 
sonality as  determined  by  the  above  methods. 

Again  I  desire  to  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  annual  report  of  last 
year.  From  time  to  time  I  hear  the  uniformed  spread  the  story  that 
graduates  of  Saugus  High  School  cannot  enter  college  and  do  successful 
college  work.  I  do  not  know  for  what  purpose  this  story  is  spread  but 
I  do  know  that  it  is  absolutely  untrue.  It  is  also  an  unvarnished  insult 
to  hundreds  of  graduates  of  Saugus  High  School  who  are  now  in  college 
or  have  successfully  graduated  from  college. 
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At  the  present  time,  as  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain,  we  have  graduates 
ol   Saugus  High  School  doing  successful  college  work  in  the  following

As  a  usual  custom  I  do  not  single  out  any  particular  graduate  of 
Saugus  High  School  to  mention  in  this  report.  There  is  one  recent 
graduate,  however,  who  must  be  recognized. 

Miss  Be  mice  Kenerson,  now  a  sophomore  at  Middlebury  College  in 
Vermont,  graduated  from  Saugus  High  School  in  June  1946.  In  fact  she 
received  her  entire  preparatory  education  in  our  public  schools.  She 
entered  Middlebury  College  in  September  1946.  During  her  first  college 
year  she  was  one  of  a  freshman  class  of  approximately  335  students. 
When  the  scholastic  grades  of  this  entire  college  freshman  class  were 
issued.  Miss  Kenerson  stood  first  in  her  entire  class.  This  feat  is  all  the 
more  remarkable  when  it  is  understood  that  she  competed  with  gradu- 
ates from  high  schools  throughout  New  England  and  elsewhere  through- 
out the  nation. 

Teachers'  Salaries 

As  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1947,  Saugus  school  teachers  received  salary  increases 
in  the  year  1947.  Not  including  department  heads  and  executives,  the 
maximum  salary  of  a  High  School  teacher  is  now  $2,900.00,  a  junior  high 
school  teacher  $2,700.00,  and  an  elementary  grade  teacher  $2,400.00. 

These  salaries  are  still  much  lower  than  they  should  be  if  Saugus  is 
to  maintain  an  efficient  and  well  qualified  teaching  staff. 

The  teachers  petitioned  the  School  Committee  for  the  adoption  of 
an  increased  salary  schedule  in  1948.  The  School  Committee  recognized 
the  justice  of  their  request  but  felt  that  the  citizens  had  been  generous 
in  1947  and  should  not  be  asked  to  again  grant  substantial  permanent 
salary  increases  the  following  year.  The  School  Committee  does  feel, 
however,  that  the  present  salary  schedule  must  be  revised  upwards  in 
the  very  near  future.  The  failure  to  so  do  will  result  in  the  loss  of 
many  of  our  best  teachers. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  a  special  committee  of  five  quali- 
fied persons  be  appointed  to  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  whole 
question  of  teachers'  salaries  in  Saugus.  This  special  committee  will 
make  its  report  to  the  School  Committee  at  the  conclusion  of  its  study 
and  deliberations.  The  special  committee  is  comprised  of  the  following 
persons: 

Mr.  James  W.  Currier,  Chairman,  School  Committee. 
Dr.  John  L.  Silver,  Member,  School  Committee. 
Mr.  Vernon  W.  Evans,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Mr.  Edward  Gibbs,  3rd,  President,  Saugus  Teachers'  Association. 
Mr.  John  B.  Leahy,  Chairman,  Salary  Committee,  Saugus  Teachers" 
Association. 
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The  meetings  of  this  special  committee  will  start  soon  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1948  and  it  is  expected  that  the  studies  of  the  committee  will  take 
about  six  months. 

Tolerance 

We  are  placing  much  emphasis  in  our  school  system  upon  the  teach- 
ing of  true  tolerance  to  our  boys  and  girls.  This  is  not  an  academic 
subject  but  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  if  the  United  States  of  to- 
morrow is  to  be  the  leader  in  the  shaping  of  world  opinion. 

No  person  can  lay  claim  to  true  greatness  unless  he  is  truly  tolerant 
of  the  beliefs  of  others.  For  tolerance  is  one  of  the  basic  cornerstones 
upon  which  democracy  is  founded.  These  children  of  ours  are  soon  to 
be  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  It  is,  therefore,  fitting  that  in  their  youth 
they  learn  to  respect  the  rights  and  beliefs  of  others.  In  this  nation  we 
are  apt  to  boast  of  our  personal  rights  and  liberties.  We  are  prone  to 
forget  that  these  same  privileges  end  when  they  trespass  upon  the  rights 
and  liberties  of  others.  It  is  such  basic  concepts  of  tolerance  that  we 
must  teach  to  our  youth  of  today.  If  they  learn  them  well  they  will  be 
better  citizens  and  America  will  be  the  stronger. 

I  am  of  the  definite  opinion  that  the  youth  of  today  are  already  far 
more  tolerant  of  the  beliefs  of  others  than  their  elders.  We  have  few 
examples  of  intolerance  among  our  school  children.  We  do  see  much 
intolerance  in  the  world  of  adults.  If  proof  is  needed,  one  only  has 
to  remember  back  to  the  year  just  passed.  During  the  recent  discussion 
relative  to  our  change  of  town  government  I  heard  many  citizens  who 
were  unwilling  to  concede  that  another  citizen  had  a  right  to  his  own 
opinion  and  beliefs. 

Many  times  Life's  greatest  lessons  are  taught  in  silence.  I  recently 
witnessed  the  lesson  of  tolerance  being  taught,  although  no  word  was 
spoken. 

The  body  of  Sergeant  Arthur  DeFranzo,  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  hero  of  World  War  II,  was  recently  brought  back  to  Saugus  for 
burial.  As  the  funeral  cortege  proceeded  up  Central  Street  twelve 
hundred  students  of  the  Central  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  lined 
the  sidewalk  in  silence.  It  was  perhaps  the  most  impressive  tribute  I 
have  ever  seen. 

I  am  certain  that  on  that  occasion  twelve  hundred  young  men  and 
women  learned  the  lesson  of  true  tolerance.  In  that  flag-draped  coffin 
rested  the  body  of  a  graduate  of  their  high  school.  He  attended  one 
church,  many  of  them  attended  another.  His  parents  came  from  one 
country,  many  of  theirs  came  from  another.  His  beliefs,  ideals,  and 
opinions  certainly  were  not  the  same  as  many  of  theirs.  Yet  he  had 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  of  Life  itself,  asking  no  questions  as  to  race, 
creed,  or  color.  And  on  the  day  he  was  honored,  no  similar  questions 
were  asked.  The  lesson  of  true  tolerance  was  there,  in  the  silence  of 
tribute  and  death. 

Can  it  be  that  Death  is  the  only  power  which  can  break  down  the 
barriers  of  intolerance? 

I  cannot  believe  that  such  is  so.  Rather  shall  I  believe  that  the  boys 
and  girls  of  today  are  capable  of  learning  the  lessons  of  true  tolerance. 

Summary  of  Progress 

Since  this  is  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
I  desire  to  summarize  briefly  the  accomplishments  which  have  made  our 
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school  system   more  efficient  and  of  greater  value  to  the  children  we 
serve. 

(1)  The  installation,  throughout  our  school  system,  of  modern  text- 
books generally  recognized  as  the  best  obtainable. 

(2)  A  teaching  staff  which,  by  training  and  experience,  will  com- 
pare favorable  with  any  other  large  or  small. 

(3)  A  department  of  Guidance  in  our  Senior  High  School,  which 
in  the  opinion  of  outsiders,  is  extremely  well  organized  and  efficient. 

(4)  The  introduction  of  the  Rhinehart  Functional  Handwriting 
System  in  the  first  six  grades  of  our  schools. 

(5)  The  establishment  of  a  department  of  scientific  Testing  in  our 
school  system. 

(6)  The  creation  of  a  department  of  Visual  Education  under  a 
part-time  well  qualified  director. 

(7)  The  organization  and  proper  maintenance  of  one  of  the  best 
high  school  bands  in  New  England. 

(8)  The  establishment  of  courses  in  both  woodworking  and  metal 
working  in  our  Senior  High  School. 

(9)  The  setting  up  of  an  athletic  program  which  benefits  many 
students — this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  gymnasium  is  available  as  in 
other  communities. 

(10)  The  introduction  of  the  School  Milk  Program  whereby  school 
children  are  enabled  to  buy  the  best  grade  milk  at  low  prices. 

I  have  listed  only  ten  of  the  many  major  accomplishments  made 
during  the  past  fifteen  years.  Each  has  been  of  great  importance  in  the 
building  of  our  present  school  system.

Yes,  folks,  that  was  the  score  of  a  football  game  in  1947. 

Little  Saugus,  population  16,900,  defeated  mighty  Class  A  Lynn 
English,  population  106,000,  by  a  score  of  14  to  0.  And  a  Lynn  citizen, 
sitting  beside  me  at  that  game,  said  "How  do  you  do  it  in  Saugus?" 

Under  this  caption  "What  Price  Glory?"  I  shall  tell  you  how  we  do 
it  in  Saugus. 

We  do  it  with  little  financial  help  from  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

We  do  it  with  good  and  competent  coaches. 

We  do  it  with  clean,  eager-to-learn  American  boys. 

We  do  it  through  the  efforts  of  earnest  hard-working  school  officials 
whose  chief  reward  is  petty  abuse. 

I  said  above  that  we  do  it  with  little  financial  support  from  the 
Town  of  Saugus. 

The  Town  of  Saugus  did  not  appropriate  one  single  cent  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  Stackpole's  Field  Stadium  during  the 
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year  1947.  Do  you  know  of  any  city  or  town  in  Massachusetts  which  did 
likewise? 

In  1946  and  1947  the  school  authorities  constructed  a  first  class 
modern  football  gridiron  at  the  Stackpole's  Field  Stadium.  The  initial 
cost  was  about  $2,000.00.  The  school,  out  of  athletic  finances,  paid  about 
$1,600.00  of  this  cost.  The  Town  of  Saugus,  out  of  its  1946  Stadium 
Budget,  paid  the  other  approximately  $400.00. 

So  the  school  had  to  build  its  own  football  gridiron  or  it  would  have 
had  none  to  play  on. 

Here  is  what  the  school  had  to  expend  in  1947,  all  out  of  athletic 
finances  or  receipts,  to  maintain  the  Stackpole's  Field  Stadium : 

(1)  Pay  the  entire  salary  of  the  caretaker. 

(2)  Pay  the  entire  maintenance  bill  for  the  up-keep  of  the  newly 
constructed  football  gridiron. 

(3)  Pay  the  entire  heating  bill  for  the  town-owned  clubhouse. 

(4)  Pay  all  of  the  repair  bills  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all 
Stadium  property. 

(5)  Pay  for  the  transportation,  erection,  and  removal  of  temporary 
portable  bleachers,  seating  capacity  1500,  loaned  to  us  by  the  kindly  City 
of  Lynn,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $500. 

(6)  Pay  for  insuring  said  portable  bleachers,  also  all  other  Stadium 
property,  so  as  to  protect  the  town  and  its  officials  against  suits  for 
injury. 

(7)  Pay  a  substantial  water  bill  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  for  water 
used  so  that  the  football  boys  could  take  showers  after  practice  and 
after  games. 

(8)  Pay  a  substantial  water  bill  to  the  Town  of  Saugus  for  water 
used  to  water  the  grass  on  the  football  gridiron  which  the  school  con- 
structed for  the  town. 

(9)  Pay  the  Town  of  Saugus  for  turning  the  water  on  and  off  at 
the  Stadium. 

(10)  Pay  for  purchasing,  erecting,  and  painting  the  goal  posts  so 
that  Decereau  could  kick  the  extra  points  to  thrill  the  fans. 

(11)  Pay  for  police  to  protect  the  Stadium  from  damage  on  such 
nights  as  Halloween,  the  night  before  the  Fourth  of  July,  etc. 

In  short,  folks,  your  school,  out  of  athletic  receipts,  had  to  maintain 
singlehanded  your  Stackpole's  Field  Stadium  in  1947. 

Now  can  you  name  a  town  or  city  in  Massachusetts  in  which  the 
school  was  forced  to  pay  the  entire  operating  cost  of  a  municipally 
owned  Stadium  in  1947? 

What  else  did  the  school  pay  out  of  athletic  receipts  in  1947? 
Below  is  a  partial  list. 

(1)  The  entire  coaching  salary  of  the  Assistant  Coach  of  Football 
and  Head  Coach  of  Basketball. 

(2)  The  entire  salary  of  the  Faculty  Manager  of  Athletics. 

(3)  The  entire  salary  of  the  Athletic  Physician. 

(4)  All  of  the  hospital  and  X-ray  bills  for  boys  injured  during  par- 
ticipation in  the  athletic  program.

(5)  All  other  medical  bills  covering  various  types  of  injuries. 

(6)  The    entire    cost    of   equipment   for   boys  participating  in  four

(8)  The  entire  cost  of  the  rental  of  the  Cliftondale  Community 
House  gymnasium  so  that  our  high  school  boys  could  play  basketball. 

(9)  The  entire  cost  (about  $1,800.00)  of  an  educational  trip  to  New 
iork  City  tor  the  1947  football  lettermen  so  that  the  boys,  who  sup- 
ported the  Stadium,  might  be  rewarded  in  some  small  way. 

(10)  The  entire  cost  of  keeping  the  financial  accounts  including  the 
cost  of  an  audit  of  the  books  every  two  years. 

(11)  The  entire  cost  of  cleaning,  repairing,  and  storing  all  athletic 
equipment. 

(12)  The  cost  of  bonding  the  treasurer  of  the  account  to  protect  the 
town  or  the  school. 

Three  of  the  four  sports,  in  which  our  high  school  participates 
operate  at  almost  a  total  loss.  Football  alone  operates  at  a  profit.  In 
other  words,  football  carries  the  cost  of  virtually  the  whole  athletic 
program. 

That  is  how  we  do  it,  Mr.  Lynn  Citizen.  That  is  how  we  have 
reached  the  Glory  Road.  But— What  Price  Glory? 

Well,  the  price  our  school  authorities  pay  is  the  abuse  of  cheap 
innuendo,  sly  inferences  of  dishonesty,  and  various  other  insinuations. 

"Who  is  getting  the  money?" 

"Why  don't  they  publish  the  figures?" 

"What  do  they  do  with  all  of  their  money?" 

These  are  the  types  of  nasty  insinuations  heaped  upon  the  school 
authorities  who  have  worked  hard  and  long  to  foster  a  clean  and  suc- 
cessful athletic  program. 

Aside  from  the  ticket  sellers  the  only  persons  who  handle  any  of 
the  athletic  money  are  Mr.  John  A.  W.  Pearce,  Principal  of  the  Central 
Senior  and  Junior  High  School,  and  Miss  Mabel  C.  Willey,  treasurer 
of  the  athletic  account. 

These  nasty  insinuations  are  an  insult  to  both  Mr.  Pearce  and  Miss 
Willey.  They  are  both  persons  of  the  highest  integrity  and  honesty. 
I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  the  integrity  and  honesty  of  each. 

Members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  have  given  hours  of  their  time,  outside  of  working  hours,  for 
the  interest  of  this  athletic  program.  Not  one  of  us  has  ever  attended  a 
football  game  without  buying  our  ticket  the  same  as  every  other  citizen. 
Check  and  see  if  that  happens  in  other  places.  And  our  reward?  Cheap 
insinuations,  petty  abuse,  inferences  of  dishonesty  and  innuendo. 

This  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  complete  financial  report  of  all  ath- 
letic monies  is  published  in  the  annual  town  report  each  year. 

This  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  accounts  are  audited  every  other 
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year    by    a    competent    person    in   no   way    connected   with    the   School 
Department. 

This  is  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  treasurer  of  the  account  is  highly 
qualified  and  a  respected  citizen  of  the  community. 

For  myself  I  do  not  care.  I  can  take .  such  type  of  abuse  from 
whence  it  comes  and  appraise  it  for  what  it  is  worth. 

For  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Pearce,  and  Miss 
Willey,  however,  I  am  sorry.  It  is  too  bad  that  they  have  to  take  such 
unwarranted  and  unjust  abuse. 
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Isn't  it  glorious  to  travel  the  Glory  Road  ? 

Isn't  it  sad  that  school  authorities  must  pay  the  price  for  attempting 
to  operate  a  program  of  clean  sport  for  clean  American  boys? 

Schoolhouse  Repairs 

Soon  after  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  under  the  Plan  E  form  of  gov- 
ernment, take  their  oath  of  office,  the  responsibility  for  schoolhouse 
repairs  passes  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee  to  the 
Town  Manager.  I  believe  that  this  was  one  of  the  very  good  features 
contained  in  the  bill  passed  by  the  Legislature.  I  have  always  felt  that 
the  upkeep  of  all  town  property  should  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  one 
person  or  department. 

In  the  past  fifteen  years  the  School  Department  has  not  once  been 
given  an  adequate  amount  of  money  for  the  upkeep  of  our  school  build- 
ings. I  have  said  this  repeatedly  to  no  avail  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 
I  have  predicted  innumerable  times  that  there  would  come  a  day  of 
reckoning.   That  day  has  just  about  arrived. 

Since  it  will  no  longer  be  my  responsibility,  my  only  hope  is  that 
the  Town  Meeting  will  vote  the  Town  Manager  appropriations  for 
schoolhouse  repairs  sufficient  to  maintain  our  school  buildings  in  decent 
repair.  Until  such  is  done,  no  one  can  maintain  them  as  they  should  be 
maintained. 

This  year,  1947,  Mr.  P.  F.  Healey,  State  Building  Inspector  for  this 
district,  ordered  many  changes  in  our  school  buildings  throughout  the 
town.  All  changes,  that  he  ordered,  were  in  the  interests  of  better  pro- 
tection for  the  safety  of  our  school  children.  Many  of  the  ordered 
changes  were  costly,  however,  and  their  cost  made  a  very  sizeable  dent 
in  the  Schoolhouse  Repair  Budget.  We  were  able  to  carry  out  prob- 
ably 80%  of  Inspector  Healey's  recommendations.  The  other  20%  I 
shall  hand  over  to  the  Town  Manager.  The  carrying  out  of  these  recom- 
mendations necessitated  the  shelving  of  many  needed  repairs  planned 
by  the  School  Committee  in  1947.  These  also  will  be  handed  over  to 
the  Town  Manager  for  whatever  action  he  sees  fit  to  take. 

I  cannot  close  this  discussion  of  Schoolhouse  Repairs  without  a 
word  of  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Melbourne  MacLeod,  Building  Inspector, 
and  Mr.  Ole  Christiansen,  who  is  employed  by  the  School  Department. 
Both  of  these  men,  particularly  in  1947,  made  the  carrying  out  of  In- 
spector Healey's  recommendations  relatively  easy.  Both  of  them  worked 
many  extra  hours  with  no  compensation  in  order  that  the  recommenda- 
tions might  be  80%  completed. 

I  understand  that  Mr.  Christiansen  may  not  work  for  the  town 
after  the  month  of  January  1948.    If  this  is  so,  the  town  has  indeed  lost 
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the  services  of  a  faithful  public  servant.  During  the  years  he  has  worked 
J  ie^n  u  °01  DePartment,  Mr.  Christiansen  has  worked  an  average  of 
about  60  hours  per  week.  Year  in  and  year  out  he  has  asked  for  and 
been  paid  only  on  a  forty-four  hour  week  basis.  He  will  be  missed  by 
everyone  in  the  School  Department,  including  the  children  in  our  ele- 
mentary schools. 

To  the  Town  Manager,  who  soon  assumes  the  responsibility  for  the 
1 1  pair  of  our  school  buildings,  I  wish  the  best  success. 

Two  Excellent  Coaches 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  are  of 
the  opinion  that  Saugus  now  has  two  of  the  best  teacher-coaches  to  be 
found  in  Massachusetts.  They  are  Mr.  John  Janusas  of  Lexington, 
Massachusetts,  and  Mr.  John  Scarborough  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  John  Janusas  is  a  native  of  Lexington,  Massachusetts,  and  a 
graduate  of  Boston  College.  During  the  war  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the 
United  States  Navy. 

Mr.  John  Scarborough  is  a  native  of  Texas  and  a  graduate  of  East 
Texas  State  Teachers'  College  in  the  Lone  Star  State.  During  the  war 
he  served  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps. 

The  former  is  Head  Coach  of  Football  and  Head  Coach  of  Ice 
Hockey.  The  latter  is  Assistant  Coach  of  Football  and  Head  Coach  of 
Basketball. 

Both  are  excellent  teachers  and  a  credit  to  the  teaching  staff  as  well 
as  their  coaching  profession. 

The  School  Committee  in  December  1947  signed  Mr.  Janusas  to  a 
five-year  contract.  The  contract  of  Mr.  Scarborough  does  not  expire 
until  June  1948. 

I  can  promise  every  citizen  of  Saugus  that  Mr.  Janusas  and  Mr. 
Scarborough  will  build  character  for  our  high  school  young  men  and 
women.  They  are  certainly  living  examples  of  true  character  and  clean 
manhood. 

Education  for  Democracy 

Education  in  a  democracy  is  a  necessity,  not  a  luxury.  It  is  not  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  democracy  cannot  successfully  exist  without 
education. 

Karl  F.  Zeisler,  writing  in  the  October  1945  edition  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly,  sums  it  up  as  follows: 

"A  nation  can't  rise  above  the  level  of  its  average  citizen  any  more 
than  a  river  can  rise  above  its  source.  And  the  source  of  citizenship  in 
America  is  free  public  school  education." 

Thus  the  education  of  youth  is  the  only  hope  of  a  better  America 
and  a  better  world.  The  level  of  the  average  citizen  of  tomorrow  is 
almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  schools  of  today. 

Why  then  do  people  decry  the  costs  of  education?  Why  do  people 
often  count  pennies  when  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of 
public  schools?  One  reason  is  that  in  every  community  the  school  appro- 
priation is  the  largest  single  item  of  municipal  expenses.  In  most  com- 
munities the  school  budget  is  approximately  one-third  of  all  other 
municipal  appropriations  combined.    Many  people  see  only  the  amount 
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to  be  appropriated  and  give  little  thought  to  the  importance  of  educa- 
tion made  possible  by  the  appropriation. 

The  truth  is  that  probably  no  investment  of  public  funds  pays  richer 
dividends.  It  is  also  axiomatic  that  no  investment  pays  dividends  over  a 
longer  period  of  time.  The  position  which  America  occupies  in  the  world 
today  is  very  largely  due  to  the  system  of  free  public  school  education 
established  by  our  forefathers.  May  we  ever  be  grateful  to  them  for  the 
vision  which  they  possessed. 

No  citizen  of  this  great  country  should  begrudge  the  money  he  pays 
in  taxes  for  the  support  of  public  school  education. 

It  is  his  investment  in  the  future  of  America.

State  Aid  for  Education 

It  is  imperative  that  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  in  1948  pass 
legislation  granting  increased  State  Aid  to  local  communities  for  the 
support  of  public  school  education.  It  is  imperative  also  that  the  legisla- 
tion seek  to  correct  the  existing  inequalities  in  the  costs  of  local  educa- 
tion. 

There  are  two  urgent  reasons  for  the  passage  of  such  legislation  in 
1948. 

(a)  The  cities  and  towns  can  no  longer  alone  bear  the  whole  bur- 
den of  the  cost  of  education  from  local  taxation. 

(b)  The  poorer  cities  and  towns  must  have  such  State  Aid  if  they 
are  to  more  nearly  approximate  the  standard  of  education  which  the 
more  wealth  communities  are  able  to  afford. 

Aside  from  the  above  reasons,  education  is  a  definite  concern  of  the 
State.  Those  who  receive  its  benefits  are  to  be  citizens  of  the  State  as 
well  as  of  their  local  communities.  It  is  right  and  reasonable  that  the 
State  assume  its  just  proportion  of  the  costs. 

The  problem  of  educational  inequalities  is  also  involved.  It  arises 
from  the  fact  that  some  cities  and  towns  have  unlimited  funds  for  edu- 
cation while  others  do  not.  There  is  a  limit  for  instance  to  the  amount 
of  money  which  Saugus  can  raise  for  the  support  of  its  public  schools. 
On  the  other  hand  there  is  virtually  no  limit  to  the  amount  which  can 
be  raised  by  such  wealthy  communities  as  Newton,  Brookline  and 
Wellesley.  Therefore,  children  in  Newton,  Brookline  and  Wellesley  can 
have  educational  opportunities  which  must  be  denied  to  the  children  of 
Saugus,  Randolph  and  Tewksbury. 

In  the  school  year  1943-1944  Brookline  expended  $195.44  per  pupil 
for  education.  The  city  of  Salem  expended  $147.45  per  pupil.  Saugus 
expended  $87.43  per  pupil  and  Randolph  $92.81  per  pupil. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  any  citizen  that  local  costs  per  pupil  must  have 
some  measure  of  equalization.  Certainly,  under  the  present  system,  there 
is  no  such  thing  as  equal  educational  opportunities  to  all  children  in 
Massachusetts. 

Neither  the  State  nor  the  nation  can  afford  to  allow  millions  of  its 
children  to  suffer  disadvantages  in  educational  opportunities. 

There  is  going  to  be  concerted  action  this  year  to  acquaint  the 
Legislature  with  the  serious  need  for  increased  State  Aid  for  local  public

school     education.      School     Committees,     Parent-Teacher    Associations 
-s  and  others  intend  to  wage  an  aggressive  b^etolS^'S 


legislation. 

I  am  a  member  of  the  legislative  committee  of  the  Massachusetts

Sidewalk  Plows 

recommend  that  the  town  provide  Mr.  Charles  C  De- 
Fronzo  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  with  sufficient  funds  to' pur- 
least  two  more  motor  driven  sidewalk  plows.  At  the  present 
he  has  exactly  one  such  piece  of  equipment  with  which  to  plow  the 
sidewalks  of  the  entire  town.  This  is  of  course  ridiculous  and  not  con- 
sistent with  ordinary  common  sense.  After  heavy  snow  storms  the 
schoo  children  are  forced  to  walk  in  the  streets  going  to  and  from 
school.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  He  is 
a  capable  department  head.  The  fault  lies  with  the  citizens  who  do  not 
insist  that  he  is  given  proper  equipment. 

On  January  5.  1948,  I  was  forced  to  cancel  all  sessions  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  or  else  force  above  1500  grammar  school  pupils  to  walk 
in  extremely  hazardous  highways.  To  force  small  children  to  walk  on 
highways  such  as  Lincoln  avenue,  Winter  street,  Central  street,  Essex 
street,  and  Main  street,  with  snow  piled  five  feet  high  on  either  side  of 
the  road,  is  little  short  of  criminal.  The  main  highways,  upon  which 
busses,  trucks,  etc.,  operate,  should  have  their  sidewalks  plowed  after 
every  sizeable  storm. 

I  am  calling  this  situation  to  the  attention  of  fathers  and  mothers 
who  have  children  attending  our  schools.  Unless  something  is  done 
some  child  is  going  to  be  killed.  Boasted  $30.00  tax  rates  will  not  bring 
a  child  back  to  life.  It  is  difficult  for  me  to  understand  the  psychology 
of  people  who  apparently  place  dollars  ahead  of  human  life. 

The  matter  should  be  taken  care  of  at  the  February  1948  Town 
Meeting.  There  should  be  no  stalling  and  no  idle  promises.  The  situa- 
tion is  serious  and  is  above  the  usual  politics  and  bickering. 

Needed  Traffic  Lights 

Another  dangerous  situation,  which  should  be  taken  care  of  imme- 
diately, is  the  situation  which  exists  at  the  junction  of  Lincoln  avenue, 
Ballard  street,  and  Chestnut  street  in  the  East  Saugus  section  of  the 
town.  This  corner  is  known  as  Washington  square.  Automobile  traffic 
passes  four  ways  through  this  dangerous  intersection.  Three  separate 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  runs  also  must  pass  through  this 
junction.  It  is  probably  the  most  dangerous  situation  of  its  kind  in  the 
entire  town.  Children  attending  the  Ballard,  Sweetser,  and  Central 
Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  pass  through  this  square  going  to  and 
from  school.  There  is  also  heavy  traffic  from  workers  going  to  and 
from  the  Lynn  Plant  of  the  General  Electric  Company. 

Already  many  accidents  and  many  near  accidents  have  occurred  at 
this  particular  spot.  One  of  these  days  there  will  be  a  fatal  accident  in 
Washington  Square.  The  installation  of  traffic  lights  is  the  only  real 
solution.  They  should  be  installed  before  someone  is  killed  and  not 
afterwards.    An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure. 

High  School  Roof 

There  is  one  schoolhouse  repair  project  which  must  be  taken  care 
of  this  year.    This  is  the  installation  of  a  new  roof  on  the  old  section  of 
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the  Saugus  High  School  building.  This  is  the  front  section  of  the  build- 
ing which  was  constructed  in  1906.  The  present  roof  is  leaking  badly 
and  can  no  longer  continually  be  patched. 

In  the  interest  of  good  business,  health,  and  safety,  this  project  is  a 
must  in  1948. 

Juvenile  Delinquency 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  town  probably  has  less 
juvenile  delinquency  than  any  other  community  of  comparable  size  in. 
the  Commonwealth.  I  do  not  mean  to  infer  that  none  exists.  Occasion- 
ally we  do  have  cases.  In  our  school  system  there  are  approximately 
3000  pupils.  Among  this  number  there  are  surprisingly  few  who  cause 
us  any  trouble.  During  the  past  three  or  four  years  we  have  not  had  to 
commit  a  single  child  from  Saugus  to  the  County  Training  School  at 
Lawrence,  Massachusetts.  I  can  remember  when,  in  one  year,  Saugus 
had  three  of  four  children  in  this  particular  training  school. 

At  the  risk  of  offending  some  parents  may  I  say  that  most  juvenile 
delinquency  is  in  reality  parental  delinquency. 

The  child  who  has  the  best  chance  of  becoming  a  delinquent  child  is- 
the  one  who  is  neglected.  As  a  rule,  delinquent  children  come  from 
homes  where  parents  are  too  busy  with  their  own  interests  to  pay  much 
attention  to  their  children.  A  child  left  to  drift  for  himself  is  more  apt 
to  drift  in  the  wrong  direction  rather  than  the  right.  And  there  are 
children  who  are  just  allowed  to  drift.  The  church  and  the  school  can- 
not perform  miracles  when  the  home  fails  to  play  its  part  in  child  train- 
ing and  guidance. 

I  have  been  dealing  with  children  for  nearly  twenty-six  years.  I 
know  from  experience  that  home  conditions  exert  a  powerful  influence 
upon  the  life  of  a  child.  Although  there  are  exceptions,  good  homes 
seldom  breed  bad  children.  Conversely,  although  there  are  exceptions, 
bad  homes  seldom  breed  good  children. 

To  me,  children  are  our  most  precious  possessions.  They  are  entitled 
to  the  best  home  environment  and  guidance.  Parents  who  fail  to  pro- 
vide both  are  delinquent  to  a  God-given  obligation. 

For  many  years  I  have  made  it  a  part  of  my  education  to  attend 
court  cases  where  children  are  involved.  Were  I  the  judge,  in  many  of 
these  cases  I  would  have  convicted  the  parents  rather  than  the  children. 
It  is  usually  obvious  from  the  testimony  that  the  parents  are  the  real 
offenders. 

The  most  successful  way  to  guide  children  is  to  interest  yourself  in 
children.  Parents,  who  do  this,  seldom  have  trouble  with  their  children. 
A  child  craves  attention  and  deserves  it.  His  questions  may  seem  silly  to 
you,  but  they  deserve  to  be  answered.  His  problems  may  appear  petty  to 
you,  but  you  should  help  solve  them.  His  constant  chatter  may  irritate 
you,  but  better  that  you  chatter  with  him  than  get  angry.  When  he 
chatters  he  is  healthy,  alert,  and  happy.  Would  you  have  him  otherwise? 

Give  him  of  your  time,  energy,  and  talents.  Your  dividends  will  far 
exceed  the  normal  rates  of  interest.  He's  a  child  for  only  a  little  while. 
All  too  soon  he  grows  up.  For  that  little  while  be  his  buddy  and  his 
friend. 

When  I  retire  from  my  present  position  I  may  never  be  remembered 
as  a  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  hope  that  I  shall  always  be  remem- 
bered as  a  friend  of  children.  That  would  be  my  most  cherished  memory. 

I  have  often  read  the  fourteenth  verse  of  the  nineteenth  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  of  St.  Matthews. 
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"But  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid  them  not,  to  come 
unto  me:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 

A  Harvard  Educator  Comments 

Professor  Morris  B.  Lambie,  head  of  the  institute  of  local  govern- 
ment at  Harvard  University,  recently  addressed  the  members  of  the 
Saugus  League  of  Women  Voters.    He  said: 

"Saugus  enjoys  a  competent  school  system  though  the  town  stands- 
very  low  among  other  communities  in  the  amount  of  money  spent  on 
education.    I  question  how  long  this  condition  can  continue." 

I  have  said  the  same  thing  many  times  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 
It  is  indeed  interesting  to  hear  almost  the  exact  words  from  a  qualified 
person  who  does  not  reside  in  Saugus. 

There  are  350  towns  and  cities  of  all  sizes  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Of  these  entire  350  communities  there  are  only  33  in  the 
whole  Commonwealth  which  expended  less  money  per  pupil  for  educa- 
tion during  the  school  year  1946-1947  than  Saugus. 

In  order  that  each  citizen  may  know  the  only  33  communities  in  the 
State  spending  less  money  than  Saugus,  I  list  them  below: 

Auburn,  Billerica,  Charlton,  Chesire,  Hanson,  Holbrook,  Holliston, 
Hopkinton,  Lakeville,  Lunenburg,  Mendon,  Merrimac,  Middleton,  Nor- 
folk, Townsend,  Tewksbury,  Winchendon,  West  Bridgewater,  North- 
borough,  North  Reading,  Norton,  Orange,  Oxford,  Pepperell,  Randolph, 
Rehoboth,  Rowley,  Salisbury,  Seekonk,  Spencer,  Sturbridge,  Sutton,  and 
Templeton. 

The  1948  Budget 

The  School  Committee  has  requested  a  General  Budget  of  $368,662.79' 
for  the  year  1948.  This  is  an  increase  of  $11,162.79  over  the  General 
Budget  of  1947. 

Athletic  and  Cafeteria  Accounts 

A  summary  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Athletic  and  Cafeteria 
Accounts  of  Saugus  High  School  is  included  as  a  part  of  this  report. 
Both  accounts  are  outlined  in  some  detail.  Both  accounts  are  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee  and  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Mr.  John  A.  W.  Pearce,  Principal  of  the  Central  Senior 
and  Junior  High.  The  accounts  are  audited  every  so  often  and  are 
efficiently  kept  by  Miss  Mabel  C.  Willey,  treasurer  of  both  accounts. 

In  Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  thank  each  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  the  splendid  cooperation  given  me  during  the  year  1947.  They  have 
been  a  splendid  committee  and  have  been  especially  diligent  in  the  vari- 
ous duties  imposed  by  law  upon  School  Committees.  May  I  also  thank 
the  teachers,  other  school  employees,  and  the  pupils  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  loyalty.
